Portugal is taking no risks next November when the world's most influential leaders gather in Lisbon 
for the three-day NATO summit which will also coincide with the EU-US summit. As presidents and 
prime ministers gather to discuss matters which dominate news bulletins on a daily basis, Portugal 
has decided it will briefly return to pre-EU days by once again monitoring its borders. 


Concerned over the threat that 
terrorists, anarehists and extrem- 
ists pose, Portugal has involved 
all its law enforcement agencies 
and the Ministry for Internal Af- 
fairs has issued strict orders that 
no police officer be given leave for 
the duration of the two summits. 

The decision was made over 
concerns that the presence of 
world leaders suchasU.S. Presi- 
dent Barack Obama could result 
in huge demonstrations and ma- 
jor disruption in the Portuguese 
capital in November. 

Portuguese officials will there- 
fore be onhigh alert if omNovem- 


ber 1 7 to November 1 9, when the 
NATO summit takes plaee, 
whieh is followed on November 
20 by the EU-US summit. 

Aecording to a report this 
week in Publico, the Immigration 
Office (SEE) has already been 
informed of the decision to re- 
instate border controls. Immi- 
gration officers have reportedly 
also been told they are to return 
to monitoring the border with 
Spain, while their numbers will 
also be boosted at airports across 
the eountry. Officers from other 
poliee forees have been placed 
on standby should the need arise 


for reinforeements during the 
summit. 

NATO summits are not regu- 
lar oecurrences, and the Lisbon 
summit will only be the 22"*^ held 
since the creation of the organi- 
sation back in 1949, hence con- 
cerns that extremist groups will 
be looking to make the ‘most’ of 
this particular event. 

Meanwhile, Publico revealed 
in its report that the Portuguese 
secret serviee and police forees 
have been sharing information 
with their international counter- 
parts for some months now as 
they look to stop potential agi- 


tators from entering the eountry. 

This will only be the second 
occasion that Portugal has de- 
cided to close its borders. 

The first was during the Euro 
2004 football ehampionships 
when the country sought to stop 
hooligans from disrupting 
matches during the tournament. 

The Schengen Agreement, 
which Portugal signed in 1995, 
encourages the free movement of 
people between signatory states. 

However, the Aecord permits 
the temporary re-imposition of 
border eontrols under excep- 
tional eircumstanees.

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All set for Algarve motorway tolls by next April 



Despite opposition nationwide excluding Lisbon, tolls on previously unpaid motorways or so-called 
SCUT aresetto become a reality by no later than April 2011. 



A fter months of 
political 
gamesmanship, 
demands and 
concessions, the 
Government has approved the 
charging of tolls on seven 
motorways, with three of these 
set to start as from October 15. 

The remaining four, which 
includes the Algarve’s A22 or 
Via do Infante, will start charg- 
ing motorists by no later than 
April 15. 

This brings to an end years of 


battles and squabbles behind 
closed doors in Parliament. But 
with the minority Socialist gov- 
ernment now enjoying the sup- 
port of the PSD Social Democrats 
and the Christian Democrats 
(CDS-PP) tolls now seem a cer- 
tainty. 

The first of the SCUT motor- 
ways to be charged will be the 
Silver Coast, Greater Oporto and 
the Northern Coast, which will 
be charged from October 1 5 . 

A six-month limit has been 
imposed for motorists to start 


paying for using the remaining 
four SCUT motorways (North- 
ern Interior, Beiras Coast, Upper 
Beiras and the Via do Infante). 
The charging of tolls on these 
motorways will however be de- 
pendant on the progress of work 
on alternative routes and negotia- 
tions with road management 
companies operating these mo- 
torways. 

One of the main features of 
tolls on these previously unpaid 
motorways will be the principle 
of ‘positive discrimination’. 


which will allow for the exemp- 
tion of local residents and com- 
panies. 

According to the Minister of 
Transport and Public Works, 
Antonio Mendonpa, this princi- 
ple will remain in force until June 
30, 2012, afterwhichthe exemp- 
tion will disappear on some mo- 
torways. 

Motorists in the Algarve, who 
live in councils which are located 
at least within 20 kilometres of 
the A22 will not pay for the first 
ten month’s use of the motor- 
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way. Once these credits have 
been exhausted, a discount of 
1 5% will apply. 

But for visitors from else- 
where in the country, no exemp- 
tion will apply, with the tens of 
thousands of visitors that flood 
the Algarve every summer now 
having to opt to pay up to €2 1 . 3 0 
to travel the length of the A22 or 
use the EN125 instead. 

Local residents and businesses 
in the Algarve will eventually 
have to face losing these exemp- 
tions, as the Government has said 
that free tolls and discounts will 
only apply in regions where re- 
spective GDPs are 80 percent 
under the national average, which 
is currently not the case. 
But shortly after Mr. 
Mendon 9 a’s announcement, 
high-ranking officials across the 
country promised to fight the 
introduction of tolls. 

The President of the Algarve 
Tourism Board (ERTA) earlier 
this year told The Portugal 
News he would lead the fight 
against tolled motorways in the 
Algarve. 

“I am against tolls on the 
A22”, he said, “The EN125 is 
not an alternative, and until it is, 
we cannot possibly have tolls 
on the A22. 

“The cost will be enormous to 
the region, as traffic will be di- 
verted onto the EN125 creating 
terrible congestion issues. What 
we cannot do is ask a tourist who 
has just spent two hours on a 
flight from northern Europe to 
spend another two hours in a bus 
to travel 40 kilometres.” 

But he did leave the door open 
for accepting tolls at a later date. 

“TheEN 125 isbeing subjected 
to major renovation work, and 
once complete, we will have an- 
other look at the viability of the 


road as an alternative.” 

But the Transport State Sec- 
retary Paulo Campos, the initial 
promoter of charging for previ- 
ously unpaid motorways across 
the country, recently argued the 
introduction of tolls on the A22 
“is anecessary and above all, just 
measure. It’s a matter of justice 
when verified with a combination 
of presuppositions”, the Trans- 
port State Secretary Paulo 
Campos said recently. 

Mr. Campos also revealed at 
the time that major renovations 
will be commencing on the EN 125 
by no later than this month. 

W ork on the EN 125 will come 
at a cost of € 1 50 million and will 
cover 273 kilometres through 14 
councils within the region. 

In the meantime, it is unclear 
how the Government plans 
charging ‘tourists’ usingthe A22. 

Currently, the Government 
is planning on having cars fitted 
with devices similar to the ‘Via 
Verde’ system and are also con- 
templating fitting microchips 
on licence plates which will be 
read at regular intervals along 
the A22. 

But car hire companies in the 
Algarve will be locallyregistered, 
and therefore their drivers, tour- 
ists or locals, should be exempt, 
unless a method is devised allow- 
ing discrimination between a lo- 
cal or a tourist driving a rent-a-car. 

Similarly, foreign-registered 
vehicles will also be unable to pay 
tolls as they would not be fitted 
with devices unless costly toll 
booths are erected along a motor- 
way designed not to accommo- 
date them. 

These so-called SCUT (from 
the Portuguese acronym for toll- 
free) motorways currently cost 
the taxpayer 700 million euros a 
year. 
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Bullfights go ahead amidst ^

Last Sunday Portugal witnessed the occurrence of two controversial bullfights; one in the mountain- 
based town of Monchique (Algarve) and the other in Monsaraz (Alentejo). Controversy shrouded both 
locations as in the former a bullfight had never been held before and in the latter it had been banned. 
Regardless, spectators turned out in their thousands. 



In Monchique over a thousand 
people made their way to the tem- 
porary ring structure, which was 
specifically erected for the event. 
Witnesses on the day say the ring 
was “praetieally full” and be- 
lieve the event was a sell-out. 

Revenue from tieket sales, 
whieh cost €1 5 each, was in aid 
of the loeal voluntary fire-bri- 
gade. 

A press release from the 
Bombeiros Voluntdrios eon- 
firmed that the event was a “sell 
out’ ’ and that it was ‘ ‘in faet a great 
day for all of those who defend 
their land and respeet all tenden- 
eiesand opinions”. 

The head of the Monehique 
Voluntary Fire-brigade and Hu- 
manitarian Association 

(A.H.B.V.Mch), Jose Nobre, 
told The Portugal News that the 
event had raised “between 
€10,000 and €15,000”, whieh 
would be put towards “paying 
bills from the past”. 

“I have already paid one that 
was outstanding from 2008 - it 
was an embarrassment” he said. 

The bombeiros ’s preearious 
financial situation is a well- 
known faet amongst loeals. They 
are eurrently believed to be suf- 
fering monthly deficits in excess 
of€18,000. 

However, following a “peaee- 
ful meeting” held last Monday 
outside Monehique Town Hall, 
by a group of loeal Portuguese and 
foreign residents who opposed 
the bullfight, a bigger protest 
took place on Sunday. 

A group of around 30 people 
paraded through Monchique, 


departing from the main square 
and eulminating outside the 
makeshift arena at the fight’s 
start time. 

One of the protest’s main or- 
ganisers, loeal long-term resident 
Jeremy Walton, told The Portu- 
gal N ews the demonstration had 
been “a success”. 

“We managed to get in front of 
the bullring and everything went 
really well. There were no big 
problems. Around 30 people 
turned up, but a lot more eould 
have eome”, he said. 

While for the most part the 
protest maintained a peaeeful 
front, angers flared when a jour- 
nalist working for national daily 
newspaper Correio da Manhd 
was attaeked in an unprovoked 
ineident that left him in need of 
surgery. 

Reporter Paulo Marcelino was 
eovering the bullfight and respee- 
tive protest when a man, de- 
scribed on the ‘Group of People 
Who Don’t Want Bullfights in 
Monchique’ faeebookpage as “a 
fat man, who appeared to be part 
of the bullfight organization”, 
attaeked him. 

“He was simply doing his job, 
takingpietures and a fat man, who 
appeared to be part of the bull- 
fight organization, eame and 
head-butted the journalist in 
front of dozens ofwitnesses, in- 
eluding several polieemen. That 
man then went into the bullring 
to enjoy himself, without any 
poliee aetion” the eye-witness 
aeeountread. 

The aggressor remains, as yet, 
unidentified. An appeal has been 


made to anyone who may have 
witnessed the attack or caught 
the ineident on eamera to provide 
photographie images so a posi- 
tive identifleation ean be made. 

The reporter, whose nose was 
broken and required surgery, in- 
tends to take legal aetion. 

Meanwhile, on the same day, 
more than two thousand people 
watched an illegal bullfight in 
Monsaraz, in which the bull was 
killed under a veil of secreey . 

In a tradition that the village 
claims has been ongoing sinee 
1877, but was made illegal in 
2002, the 600-kilo animal was 
slashed in the eye then pulled to 
the side of the ring where it was 
slaughtered by loeals, literally 
under a large cloth veil so the ae- 
tual matador eannot be identified 
by authorities and thereby avoids 
proseeution. 

In Monsaraz, Reguengos de 
Monsaraz, the bullfight is part of 
a line-up of festivities in honour 
of Nosso Senhor Jesus dos 
Passes. 

Locals claim that “Twenty or 
thirty years ago everyone saw 
the bull being killed and its meat 
was distributed amongst the 
population. That was the soul of 
the festivities”. 

Monsaraz has made no effort 
to disguise its defenee of bull- 
fights and the killing of the bull in 
the ring. 

In 2008 Beja eourts reeognised 
the tradition in Monsaraz as be- 
ing one of ‘exceptional cireum- 
stanee’. 

The Alentejo town of 
Barrancos (on the Spanish bor-

der), eurrently the only place in 
Portugal where the bull is legally 
allowed to be killed in the ring, 
was the first town in the eountry 
to be made an exeeptionto the mle 
as killings have oecurred there 
every year for 50 conseeutive 
years prior to 2002. 

However, the General Inspee- 
torate for Cultural Aetivities 
(IGAC) has eontested 
Monsaraz ’s eligibility for ‘ex- 
eeptional cireumstanee’, as its 
half-a-eentenary continuity can- 
not be proved, and the decision 
has now been left to the courts. 
Until an ultimate ruling is made, 
killing bulls in the ring is illegal in 
that part of Portugal. 

As a result, without the 
IGAC ’ s authorisation, the organ- 
isers of last weekend’s event in 
Monsaraz were identified by the 
GNR and the bull seized. 

In Portugal bullfighting is 
believed to be a luerative indus- 
try. Thoroughbred Lusitanian 
horses that are traditionally 
used in the fights ean cost thou- 
sands of euros, if not more; 
bull-breeding is also a profit- 
able business, and the star tore- 
adors can often achieve a 


popularity that is on a par with 
national sports personalities 
and performing artists. 
The website bullfightingfree 
europe.org states that the EU 
subsidises the breeding of 
fighting bulls in extensive sys- 
tems. 

It further reports that a poll 
undertaken in 2003 in several Eu- 
ropean Countries, showed that 
93% of Germans, 81% of Bel- 
gians, and 82% of Swiss said 
they were against bullfighting 
(TNS Sofres, commissioned by 
the Franz Weber Foundation) 
Eighty-nine pereent of the Brit- 
ish publie would not visit a bull- 
fight when on holiday. 
Seventy-six percent say it is 
wrong for the tourist industry to 
promote bullfighting in anyway 
(ComRes poll April 2007 eom- 
missioned by the League 
Against Cruel Sports). 

Aceordingto a poll earried out 
in Portugal in February and 
Mareh 2007, the Metris GfK 
national survey, 50.5% of the 
respondents said bullfighting 
should be forbidden by law in 
Portugal. Thirty-nine point five 
pereent said it shouldn’t. 
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F ake licence-plate 
deteetors installed 
inAlgarvepoliee 
ears 

Following a wave of crime that has hit the Algarve in 
recent times, in May this year the Ministry for Home 
Affairs announced it would create a georeferentiation 
system to be launched in the region to automatically read 
and detect fake licence plates or stolen vehicles. 


The ‘Automatic Police’ sys- 
tem was activated on W ednesday 
this week after being installed in 
1 0 different GNR and PSP vehi- 
cles. An official ceremony was 
held to mark the start of the ‘ Safe 
Algarve’ programme, at which 
the Minister for Home Affairs, 
Rui Pereira, was present. 

‘ S afe Algarve ’ aims to provide 
the region’ s security forces with 
a crime-fighting solution that in- 
tegrates new technological in- 
struments to support their task 
as well as connecting alarm sys- 
tems to PSP and GNR central 
stations and extending the ‘Au- 
tomatic Police’ system. 

The ‘Safe Algarve’ pro- 


gramme is the result of the collabo- 
ration between the Ministry for 
Home Affairs, the Portuguese In- 
surers Association, and the Asso- 
ciation for Security Companies. 

It will gradually see some 225 
GNR and PSP vehicles being 
georeferenciated, meaning the 
whereabouts of all police cars will 
be known at any given time, al- 
lowing units to respond quickly 
and more efficiently to callouts. 

The connecting of private 
alarm systems to police force 
headquarters and the implemen- 
tation of CCTV cameras inplaces 
of dense traffic are other steps 
that will soon be taken by ‘Safe 
Algarve ’ , throughout 2010. 


GNR clampdown on 
drunk drivers 


The GNR detained thirteen 
drivers in the Algarve for driv- 
ing under the influence of alco- 
hol or for not possessing a 
valid driving licence last week- 
end. A total of five hundred 
drivers were inspected during 
the operation, which took 
place in the early hours of Sun- 
day morning. 

In a statement, the GNR re- 
vealed that ten drivers were 
detained for driving with al- 
cohol levels between 1 ,26g/L 
and2.64g/L, which is consid- 
ered a crime in Portugal. A 
further three were also de- 
tained for not possessing a 


valid driving licence. 

Having taken place in the 
entire Algarve, a total of 63 
fines were issued during the 
operation, eight of which were 
for driving under the influence 
of alcohol. 

The GNR also inspected 
twelve night clubs, issuing 
fourteen fines and notifying 
two illegal immigrants to 
present themselves at the Im- 
migration Offices. 

The GNR operation took 
place between 1 1pm on Satur- 
day and Sam on Sunday, re- 
quiring the presence of one 
hundred officers.

Very dry 
and hot 
August 

In continuity with July's, 
weather, August was once 
again marked by fantastic 
weatherand prolonged 
heat, mainly due to the 
influence of an easterly air 
currentwhich broughta 
hot and dry air mass to 
Portugal. 

The average maximum, me- 
dium and minimum air tempera- 
tures reeorded in August this year 
were well above the averages reg- 
istered between 1971 and 2000, 
presenting variations of +3°C, 
+2.3°C and+1 .5°C, respeetively. 

The number of days with maxi- 
mum air temperature being equal 
or superior to 30°C was 2 1 days, 
well above the average between 
1971 and 2000, whieh is 12 days. 
In some areas of the Alentejo 
these figures inerease dramati- 
eally, with 35°C or more being 
registered over more than 20 
days: Amareleja (25 days), Portel 
(24), Elvas andReguengos (22), 
Mertola and Neves Corvo (21). 

Amarelej a and Portel weather 
stations also registered nine days 
where temperatures exeeeded 
40°C. 

There were also an unusual 
amount of tropieal nights (mini- 
mum temperature over20°C), as 
was the ease of Faro (27 nights) 
and Castro Marim (23). 

The August 2010 month was 
also the driest in thepast23 years, 
with -12.5mm in preeipitation, 
eompared to the average between 
1971 and 2000.

Possibility of US jetfighter 
use of Portugal base "still 
alive" 


The Portuguese Foreign 
Ministry has informed regional 
Azorean lawmakers that no 
“politieal deeision” has yet 
been taken on the possible US 
use of the Lajes Base for F-22 
and F-3 5 j etfighter training ex- 
ereises, aeeording to a letter 
seen Tuesday by Lusa News 
Ageney. 

Dated August 16, the For- 
eign Ministry’s letter eontra- 
diets an earlier letter sent to 
Azorean MPs by the Defenee 
Ministry on August 5 that said 
Washington had ealled off ne- 
gotiations due to “budget re- 
strietions and reduetions in 
USAF struetures”. 


“The issue [ofUS use of Lajes 
for jetfighter training] was the 
subj eet of a teehnieal study and 
analysis, but no politieal deei- 
sion has been taken upto the 
moment by the Portuguese or 
North Ameriean governments”, 
the Foreign Ministry said. 

The US Air Foree has used 
Lajes, primarily as a trans-At- 
lantie re-fuelling base, for dee- 
ades. 

Its strategie value as are-fuel- 
ling base has been redueed with 
the greater range of eurrent 
USAF aircraft. 

The base is a maj or employer 
on the Azorean island of 
Terceira. TPN/Lusa

ANGLICAN CHURCH 
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Monchique overtakes Lisbon in number of 
cars per capita 


Despite being Portugal's capital city, 
Lisbon has been overshadowed in the 
number of cars per person by the 
Algarvean mountain hamlet of 


Monchique. 


F igures from the National As- 
sociation for the Retail and Re- 
pairing of Cars (ANECRA) 
shows that in Monchique each 
personhas an average of 1 .04 cars, 
placing the rural town at the top 
of the list. 

Following Monchique is 
Miranda do Douro (where each 
person has a ratio of 0.91 cars), 
with Oeiras coming third (0.87). 

Lisbon ranks fourth, with a 
ratio of 0.85 vehicles per per- 
son. 


The same data shows that, if 
heavy duty vehicles and motor- 
bikes are taken into account, 
Monchique again heads the list, 
with 1.17 vehicles per person, 
followed by Porto Santo (1.04). 

Using this method of assess- 
ment, Lisbon only appears in 
seventh place, with a ratio of 0 . 92 . 

The figures are part of a study 
carried out by ANECRA’ s eco- 
nomic studies department, based 
on data from Portugal’s Insur- 
ance Institute. 


Roaming could 
be eradicated in 


Iberia 

Paying mobile phone roaming feesto 
communicate between Portugal and Spain 
could soon be a thing of the past according 
to a proposal from both countries, 
meaning phone calls between thetwo 
could soon get cheaper. 



Government representatives 
from both sides will present a 
proposal during the next Luso- 
Spanish Summit, which takes 
place inElvas, in December. 

“A short while ago I was in 
Madrid with various Portuguese 
businesses who put the idea for- 
ward. When I got back to Portu- 
gal I spoke to the Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates, who though it was 
interesting” Spanish Ambassa- 


dor Alberto Navarro said. 

Should the projectbe given the 
go-ahead “three million Portu- 
guese and another three million 
Spanish, who are constantly 
travelling [between the two coun- 
tries]”, the majority of whom are 
business owners, will benefit 
from cheaper phone calls, it was 
explained. 

Without roaming fees, people 
would “make many more phone 


calls from outside their coun- 
tries”, which would “compen- 
sate operators, or even help them 
make even more money”. 

PT, Vodafone and Optimus, 
Portugal’ s three main mobile op- 
erators, say they have not been 
informed of Lisbon and Madrid’ s 
intentions but have shown some 
dissatisfaction inhaving been left 
out of the negotiations, so far. 

Conversations are currently 


believed to be taking place between 
the Portuguese and Spanish Min- 
istries ofPublic Works, Transports 
and Communications . 

The European Committee did 
not wantto comment this week on 
the possible end of roaming fees 
between Portugal and Spain, but 
a source did reiterate the common 
goal of lowering the costs of using 
mobile phones and other mobile 
devices throughout Europe.

ONTE’s 
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Help for Heroes : Pedalling Portugal 


Both twenty year old men are 
students at Loughborough Uni- 
versity, and are being sponsored 
by the RAF and the UK Army. 
Having lots of family and friends 
in the forces, some of whom are 
or who have been on tour in Af- 
ghanistan, Daniel and Thomas 
decided they would cycle the 
length of Portugal unaided in or- 
der to raise money for injured 
servicemen and women who have 
fought for their country, with the 
‘Help for Heroes’ foundation. 

The planned 650 mile 
(1,050km) journey was by no 
means going to be an easy task, 
the reason why both endured 
months of training beforehand in 
order to be physically, and men- 
tally, prepared for the challenge. 
“We both ended University for 
the summer holidays at the end 
of July. We cycled as much as 
possible to get the legs for the 
trip” said Daniel to The Portu- 
gal News. From that point on, 
the friends were forced to train 
separately as they spend their 
summers in different areas of 
England. Daniel trained by carry- 
ing out regular trips from 
Gloucester, his hometown, to 
London, whilst Thomas cycled 
120 mile loops around East- 
bourne. 

Having flown to Oporto on 
September with their bicycles 
arriving a day later, on the 
Thomas and Daniel began their 
epic journey from the tip of Por- 
tugal, Caminha, en route to the 
most south-eastern village of the 
country, always following the 
coast. Tolerating unbearable heat 
during the day and sleeping in 


campsites overnight, both men 
travelled unassisted over eight 
days, completing between 80 and 
90 miles (130-1 45km) each day. 
At night, completely exhausted, 
they would share a tent and “eat 
as much as humanly possible to 
restore their energy for the fol- 
lowing day” explained Daniel. 
One of their most testing times 
was when they arrived at Sagres: 
“We arrived at Sagres earlier than 
predicted and continued our j our- 
ney through the midday heat” 
said Daniel, who added “Sagres 
to Lagos was by far the hardest 
stage. It was extremely hot and 
there was a lot of climbing in- 
volved in that stretch”; the tired- 
ness was exacerbated due to the 
fact that both men carried all their 
belongings and provisions with 
them on their bicycles. Litres and 
litres of water plus motivational 
feasts (as in the ice-cream) at al- 
mo St every stop pushed both men 
to continue their epic journey. 

Despite facing several adver- 
sities along the way, Daniel Jones 
and Thomas Saddleton managed 
to complete their goal eight days 
and 650 miles later, reaching Por- 
tugal ’s bordering village with 
Spain, Vila Real de Santo 
Antonio, on Saturday September 
1 1 th “ We are extremely happy to 
finish this charity fundraiser; we 
are very tired but it was worth the 
effort as we managed to exceed 
our target of £1,000. We would 
like to thank all the people who 
helpedus with the trip, especially 
Daniel’s cousin Sam for helping 
us once we arrived at our desti- 
nation in Portugal” said the ex- 
hausted, yet pleased, duo. In ad- 


dition, “it is a great feeling to be 
able to give back to the injured 
sailors, soldiers and airmen, who 
gave alotmorethanjusthard work 
to their country.” 

At the moment Daniel and 
Thomas have raised £ 1 ,349.3 9 in 
their online fundraiser and hope 


this figure will increase, “We are 
still accepting donations on our 
website (www.bmycharity. 
com/V2/pedalingportugal). All 
the raised money is going directly 
towards the ‘Help for Heroes’ as 
we covered all our costs during the 
trip” said Daniel. 


Daniel Jones and Thomas Saddleton set 
themselves an extremely challenging task 
whilst atthe gym at Loughborough University 
earlierthissummer. They would combine a 
holiday with a 'Helpfor Heroes' charity 
fundraiser by cycling down the entire coast of 
Portugal, from the north western town of 
Caminha to the most south easterly town of 
Vila Real deSanto Antonio.

Gross Domestic Product 
(GDP) growth in the second quar- 
ter of 2010 was particularly 
strong, and more balanced to- 
wards domestic demand than 
previously anticipated. 

While activity is still expected 
to moderate in the second half of 
the year, the outlook is for a 
slightly improved quarterly pro- 
file compared to the spring fore- 
cast, due to the spill-over of some 
momentum from the second quar- 
ter. For 20 1 0 as a whole, real GDP 
growth is now proj ected at 1 . 8% 
in the EU and 1 .7% in the euro 
area, a sizeable upward revision. 

The recovery remains fragile 
however, with uncertainty high 
and developments across Mem- 
ber States uneven. The Commis- 
sion’ s inflation forecast for 20 1 0 
is broadly unchanged since the 
spring, at 1.8% in the EU and 
1 .4% in the euro area. 

EU Economic and Monetary 
Affairs Commissioner, Olli Rehn 
said: “The European economy is 
clearly on a path of recovery, more 
strongly than forecast in the 
spring, and the rebound of do- 
mestic demand bodes well for the 
job market. However, uncertain- 
ties remain and safeguarding fi- 
nancial stability and continuing 
fiscal consolidation remain key 
priorities. At the same time, we 
need to frontload structural re- 
forms to lift our growth poten- 
tial. The sooner and stronger we 
act on this front, the more certain 
we can be of sustained growth 
andjob creation.”

The new ‘European semester’ 
budget rules will be a “fundamen- 
tal step” towards economic gov- 
ernance in the European Union 
and will not represent any loss of 
sovereignty for member states, 
Portuguese Court of Auditors 
President Guilherme d’ Oliveira 
Martins told LusaNews Agency 
on Monday. 

“This is not a new limitation 
on national sovereignty, if s a 
necessary coordination scheme 
that is apart of the Lisbon Treaty 
genetic matrix”, Oliveira Mar- 
tins, a former Finance Minister, 
toldLusa. “The European single 
currency mandates coordinated 
budgetary policies.” 

According to ‘European se- 
mester’ rules. Eurozone govern- 
ments must discuss their own 
budgetary policies within the 
Union before presenting them to 
national parliaments; each na- 
tion’s budgetary and economic 
policy will be monitored by the 
EU for a period of six months. 

The new ‘European semester’ 
rules come into force in 20 1 1 . 

Courts of Auditors, both on a 
national and European scale, will 
have “an added responsibility to 
control the legality and effective- 
ness of the spending of public 
funds”, Oliveira Martins said.

Welfare spending grew by 10% in 
2010, but all other expenses 
"contained" 

State spending in welfare programmes grew by 1 0% in the first 
seven months of 20 1 0 but there were cuts in all other public ex- 
penditure, Portuguese Budget State Secretary Emanuel Santos 
told parliament. Opposition MPs questioned Santos about “bru- 
tal cuts in welfare spending”. The state secretary replied that, 
between January and July, welfare spending grew by 10%. “It 
was the spending item that grew the mosf ’, Santos said. “That 
shows the social commitment in our policies.” “Ifwelfare spend- 
ing had such growth but overall spending only grew 3.8%, then 
obviously all other expenditure has been contained and cut. 1 have 
no doubts about that”, Emanuel Santos added. 

Postal workers protest outside 
parliament 

Scores of postal workers marched on Monday morning through 
Lisbon in small groups in an unauthorised march ending in a rally 
outside parliament. The postal workers complained of schedule 
changes that union representatives claim will cost them up to 
€250 per month. Union spokesman Antonio Duarte told Lusa 
that the workers are also protesting that some mail services have 
been outsourced by Portugal’s state-owned CTT to private com- 
panies. Permits for the demonstration were denied by Lisbon 
authorities. Communist MP Bruno Dias told Lusa such a deci- 
sion is “amazing” at a time when “what the country needs is 
workers to organise and stand up for the national interest”. 

Finance Minister sees double taxation 
agreement with Hong Kong 

Portuguese Finance Minister Fernando Teixeira dos Santos 
concluded a three-stop Asian trade and investment promotion 
swing last Friday in Hong Kong, saying he hoped have a double 
taxation accord soon with the ex-British territory. “We hope to 
move quickly to finalize this accord after the contacts 1 had to- 
day” with Hong Kong Finance Secretary Henry Tang, Teixeira 
dos Santos told Lusa. 

Portuguese debt "the second largest 
reason for concern" in the EU - 'Die 
Welt' 

Portugalis struggling to recover market confidence andPortu- 
guese debt is “the second largest reason for concern” in the Euro- 
pean Union after Ireland’s, German newspaper ‘Die Welf wrote 
on Monday. According to the widely read German daily, Portugal 
has not had trouble with issuing debt, but new bond issues had to 
payhigheryieldrates. “Despite undertaking tough reforms, [Por- 
tugal’s] budget deficit this year will be €500 million higher than in 
the previous one”, the paper adds, pointingto “high welfare spend- 
ing, increased unemployment and lower tax revenues”. 

Gov't wants mainland-Azores air fares 
to drop below €100 

The Portuguese government has approved a proposal lower- 
ing the cost of air fares from mainland Portugal to the Atlantic 
archipelago of the Azores to below € 1 00, which now awaits fi- 
nal approval from the European Commission. Portuguese Deputy 
Public Works Secretary Paulo Campos signed an agreement with 
the Azorean regional authority establishing the new fares. The 
agreement will be reviewed next week by the European Com- 
mission, and the new fares will come into force once Brussels 
approves it. The cost ofa flight between one of mainland Portu- 
gal ’ s airports and the Azorean capital of Ponta Delgada currently 
ranges between €200 and€400. The lower, subsidized fares were 
proposed by Azores regional government head Carlos Cesar. 

Lisbon mayor visits Shanghai Expo 

Lisbon mayor Antonio Costa met on Tuesday with a delega- 
tion of 50 Chinese businessmen in Shanghai in order to convince 
them to invest in the Portuguese capital, officials told Lusa. 
Costa’ s meeting was organised by the Invest Lisboa agency and 
took place at the Portuguese pavilion in Shanghai’ s Expo 2010. 
The message Costa tried to convey is that “Lisbon is a pathway 
to Europe, Africa and America”, Invest Lisboa sources said. Costa 
also travelled to Hong Kong on W ednesday and Macao on Thurs- 
day for “promotional and investment seeking opportunities”. 
F inance Minister F emando T eixeira dos Santos has been in China 
to promote Portuguese trade and investment opportunities. 

Current economic model "obscene", 
"unfair" - Catholic Church 

The current economic model is “obscene” and “unfair”, and 
leads to “greater poverty and social exclusion”, Lisbon bishop 
Carlos Azevedo said earlier this week in Fatima. “People 
shouldn’t serve the economy, the economy should serve peo- 
ple, it should serve the common good, and not cast aside the most 
vulnerable”, said Bishop Azevedo, president of the Portuguese 
Episcopal committee for the Social Pastoral. Capitalism “often 
turns workers into commodities”, the bishop added. Bishop 
Azevedo said his words should not be construed as a criticism of 
Portugal’s current Socialist government: “We have seen 
secularisation progress with centre-right politicians too. Moral 
principles must be inside a person’s heart.” TPN/Lusa

proj ected deficit of 7 . 3 % to 4 . 6% 
in 2011 would require cuts of 
between €4 billion and €4.5 bil- 
lion, while boosting revenues at 
the same time, he said during a 
visit to Macao. 

“It’s a very significant reduc- 
tion that effectively demands a 
considerable effort in reducing 
public expenditure”, Teixeira dos 
Santos said, adding that an “im- 
provement” in revenues would 
also be needed to “achieve the 
objective”. 

He warned that any attempt to 
cut the deficit simply through 
budget cuts would bring “great 
disturbances and difficulties”, 
especially regarding social poli- 
cies, such as in health and educa- 
tion. 

His comments come as Lis- 
bon’s minority Socialist admin- 
istration prepares to negotiate its 
2011 budget proposal with op- 
position parties. 

The main opposition Social 
Democrats have said they will 
oppose any camouflaged at- 
tempt to raise taxes, insisting on 
expenditure cuts as the best 
route. 


Speaking later, opposition 
PSD (centre-right) MP Miguel 
Frasquilho told parliament that, 
unless the government curbs 
public spending, Portugal risks 
“walking into a financial abyss”. 

The PSD had called the parlia- 
mentary debate on the state 
budget. According to Mr. 
Frasquilho, public spending has 
grown in 20 1 0 at a rate above the 
budget forecast. 

“Primary spending is growing 
almost at twice the rate of what 
was budgeted”, Mr. Frasquilho 
said, addingthat in other “PUGS” 
nations, like Spain, Italy, Ireland 
and Greece, both the public defi- 
cit and public spending were 
slashed. 

“If this continues, not only 
will the government fail to reach 
its May commitment to cut the 
2010 budget by increasing rev- 
enues and cutting spending, but 
also the country will walk right 
into a financial abyss”, Mr. 
Frasquilho added. 

“Outside [the parliament 
building] , everyone ’ s looking at 
us, everyone realises the govern- 
ment hasn ’ t done the j oh it prom- 
ised”, the MP added.

Cornmunistpresidential 
candidate says “defeating 
Cavaco Silva is not 
enough” 

Communist presidential candidate Francisco Lopes has 
said that the re-election of current President Cavaco Silva 
"won't bring anything new or good" but "defeating him 
is not enough". 


Mr. Lopes formalised his cam- 
paign in a speech before hundreds 
of Communist Party (PCP) sup- 
porters in a Lisbon hotel. 

The PCP-backed candidate 
joins a crowded field, including 
Socialists MPs Manuel Alegre 
and Defensor Moura and inde- 
pendent Fernando Nobre. 

“It is necessary that the presi- 
dency is occupied by someone 


who will uphold something differ- 
ent from the right wing policies” 
oftheruling Socialists orthemain 
opposition PSD, Mr. Lopes said. 

Incumbent Cavaco Silva has 
not yet announced whether he 
will run for a second five-year 
term, but is widely expected to. 

The presidential election is 
scheduled to take place in early 
2011. TPN/Lusa 
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Portugal is “in dire straits” but 
“there is a way out”, former 
President Mario Soares has said. 

“Our current predicament is 
serious, but there is a way out. 
We need to fight, instead of just 


complaining aboutthis and that”, 
Mr. Soares, who was the Portu- 
guese head of state between 1986 
and 1996, said at a symposium 
in north-eastern Moimenta da 
Beira on Monday evening. 


Mr. Soares saidthat calling for 
higher wages and pensions is “a 
good thing”, but “you need to 
look at where the money ’ s com- 
ing from, not just parade down an 
avenue expecting it to fall from 
the skies, because it won’t”. 

Mario Soares, a founder of the 
ruling Socialist Party who was 
also prime minister in the 1970s 
and 1980s, added that the na- 
tion’s priority should be the un- 
employed: “We must take care of 
them first.” TPN/Lusa

PSD seeking controversial 
eighth constitutional 
reform 


The leadership of main op- 
position party PSD (centre- 
right) is expected to debate and 
approve Tuesday a project to 
reform Portugal’s Constitu- 
tion, in what would be the 
eighthrevisionofthe country’s 
framing law since 1976. 

The proposed reform fo- 
cuses on changes to the politi- 
cal system, education, public 
health and labour laws . 

A two-thirds majority is 
needed in parliament for a con- 
stitutional reform to be ap- 


proved. The PSD would need 
the votes of the ruling Socialist 
Party, whose leaders have thus 
far rejected the Social Demo- 
crats’ proposals, dismissing 
them as “extremist”. 

In a meeting with the press, 
PSD leader Pedro Passos 
Coelho said the market-driven 
reform aims to bring more flex- 
ibility to the labour market and 
improve the effectiveness of 
public services and the political 
system.

New EU rules to “name and shame” shipping 
companies with poor safety records 


New rules to enhanee and im- 
prove the safety performanee of 
ships were adopted on Monday 
by the European Commission. 

The rules will introduce, from 
January 1st 201 1, a new online 
register to “to name and shame” 
shipping companies which are 
performing poorly on vital safety 
inspections (port state controls), 
while those with strong safety 
records will be given good public 


visibility. 

Port state controls are crucial 
for preventing shipping disas- 
ters and the tragic loss of life and 
huge environmental damage that 
can result. 

Companies and states which 
show up as poorly performing 
will be subjectto more intensive, 
co-ordinated inspections at EU 
ports. Manufacturers and other 
industries will be able to choose 


the shipping companies they use 
for freight or passengers having 
full knowledge of their safety 
record. 

Vice-president Sim Kallas, re- 
sponsible for Transport, said: 
“Safety is the first priority for the 
EU. We have seen the devastat- 
ing effects of maritime disasters 
like the sinking of the ferry Esto- 
nia or the Erika or Prestige in 
terms of the tragic loss of life and 


massive environmental damage. 

“More transparency in this 
sector will showcase companies 
with a strong safety record giv- 
ing them a competitive advan- 
tage. The register will also put 
poor performers in the spotlight 
so that with tougher inspection 
regimes and public pressure there 
is every incentive for them to raise 
their game rather than face a ban 
from EU waters.”

Draft recommendations for a new strategic 
concept for NATO do not pay sufficient 
attention to the South Atlantic, says 
Portugal's defence minister, promising to 
raise the issue with alliance leaders. 


The report, drawn up by a 
group of speeialists headedby ex- 
US Seeretary of State Madeleine 
Albright, is “elaborated well”, 
but “does not pay as much atten- 
tion to the South Atlantic as 
NATO should”, Augusto Santos 
Silva told LusaNews Agency. 

He said he would call the issue 
to the attention of alliance Secre- 
tary-General Anders Fogh 
Rasmussen when he formally 
presents his report. 

Rasmussen is expected to 
present recommendations for a 
new strategic concept to the al- 
lies in late September. 


They will be discussed at a 
meeting of NATO defence and 
foreign ministers in Brussels on 
October 1 4 ahead of the alliance ’ s 
summit in Lisbon in November. 

The South Atlantic is “strate- 
gic” andshouldbe included in “the 
lines of fundamental action” for 
NATO during the coming decade, 
Santos Silva said. 

He said allies such as Portugal, 
with its traditional ties to Brazil 
and African nations, brought to 
NATO’s discussions “the po- 
tential for knowing how to dia- 
logue with the South and to look 
southwards”. TPN/Lusa 


Portugal wants 40% 
target of university 
degrees by 2020 - PM 

Prime Minister Jose Socrates has set a target of 40% 
of 30-to-34-year-olds with university degrees by 2020, 
saying this was the way for Portugal to enter "the 
path of excellence". 

He said the country’s higher 
education system needed to at- 
tract 60,000 more students in 
the next decade to reach the goal. 

Mr. Socrates announced the 
objective in a speech marking 
the start of the academic year at 
the University of Madeira in the 
Madeira archipelago. 


He said there had been a 5 0% 
increase in the number of uni- 
versity registrations since 
2005, with about 35% of 20- 
year-olds attending university, 
a figure he said approached the 
levels of the most developed 
countries.

Womanbludgeons 
husband to death then 
sleeps with body for 
three days 

A 63-year-old woman with mental problems has been 
arrested by PJ police after she murdered her nearly-blind 
husband by stabbing him and bludgeoning himtodeath 
with a hammer. She then slept besidethe dead man's 
battered body for three days. 


The gruesome discovery was 
made by the couple’s daughter 
who went to visit her parents in 
Santo Antao do Tojal at around 
1 IhOO on Saturday morning. 

The actual murder took place 
on Wednesday evening. 

On the day she committed the 
murder the man’ s wife, identified 
as Gloria, is believed to have been 
released from Lisbon’s Julio de 
Matos hospital, where she had 
been receiving regular treatment 
for mental problems. 

It was a known fact amongst 
locals that she suffered frompsy- 
chological problems, but the se- 
verity of the act still shocked the 
community. The 65 -year-old 
victim was known locally as Ze 
do Metro. 

Neighbours told Jornal de 
Noticias (JN) that it was the cou- 
ple’s 30-year-old visiting daugh- 
ter who found her mother lying 
on the bed while her father’s 
body was on the floor, dead. Next 


to his body, which reports claim 
was covered in wounds and 
bruises, were a hammer, another 
weapon, and apiece of string. 

It was also claimed that the 
couple had always had a tumul- 
tuous relationship. Allegedly, the 
victim had had an affair when the 
couple ’ s daughter was 1 0-years- 
old, leaving his wife to raise their 
child alone. 

This affair is thought to have 
put Gloria in a fragile state of 
mind and she is said to have suf- 
fered from depression ever since.

As 
a diabetes-sufferer he was prac- 
tically blind.

Police seize $800k in forged notes, 
detain five suspects 

The Judiciary Police said last Friday they had seized about 
$800,000 in fake $100 bank notes and arrested five people sus- 
pected of involvement in a cross-border forgery network. The 
police, in a statement issued in the central town of Leiria, said the 
forged dollar had been seized from an office in Lisbon after several 
months of investigation. They said the five detainees, agedbetween 
37 and 52, operated out of the Leiria area with the intention of in- 
troducing fake notes into the “international market”. 

Suicide rate rising gradually 

The number of suicides in Portugal has increased gradually dur- 
ing recent years to a total of more than 1 ,000 in 2008, researchers 
said last Friday, World Suicide Prevention Day. Figures provided 
to Lusa News Agency by the Mental Health Department of Lis- 
bon’s School of Medical Sciences showed that 794 men and 244 
women took their lives in 2008, a total of 1,038. In 2006, 873 sui- 
cides took place in Portugal, with the number rising to 1 ,020 in 2007 . 

Cooperation with Guinea-Bissau 
requires "constitutional normality" 

Portugal and Brazil are willing to cooperate with Guinea-Bissau’ s 
authorities but only under conditions of “constitutional normal- 
ity” and stability, the Defence ministers of both nations told re- 
porters Friday. Portugal conveyed to the Guinean authorities its 
willingness to continue and even deepen technical and military co- 
operation, but a mandatory condition for that would be full consti- 
tutional normality, which includes the state control of military 
power”, Portuguese Defence Minister Augusto Santos Silva said. 
“Defence and development are two sides of the same coin”, Brazil- 
ian Defence Minister Nelson Jobim said, adding that Portugal and 
Brazil have “coinciding opinions” on the Guinean situation.

Branco, one of 
Portugal’s most active and celebrated film producers, addedhemet 
Cronenberg in T oronto to review details about ‘ Cosmopolis ’ , which 
will be co-produced by his AlfamaFilmes company in association 
with Cronenberg’s Toronto Ante nn a. David Cronenberg, who will 
write and direct the movie, is the author of movies as ‘Videodrome’, 
‘The Fly’, ‘Crash’ and ‘A History of Violence’. According to 
Branco, Irish actor Colin F arrell and French actress Marion Cotillard 
have already committed to star in ‘Cosmopolis’. 

Police detain two, seize six tons of 
Moroccan hashish 

Portuguese police said last week they had seized more than six 
tons of hashish and detained two foreign nationals suspected of 
belonging to an international drugs trafficking ring. The Judiciary 
Police said the operation began last weekend in the southern resort 
region of Algarve after about one year of investigation. The hash- 
ish, originating in Morocco, was seized in two busts of almost equal 
size, the first taking place from a truck near the city of Olhao, po- 
lice said. Investigations continue in search of other possible net- 
work members. 

PM to attend UN General Assembly 
ahead of NATO, EU-US summits 

Portuguese Prime Minister Jose Socrates will attend the open- 
ing sessions oftheUNGeneral Assembly inNew York, beginning 
September 23 , his office said Monday. 

Socrates last went to the General Assembly in 2007 when Por- 
tugal held the helm of the European Union. This year, Lisbon hosts 
the NATO summit on November 19-20 and the EU-United States 
summit on November 20. 

Inaugural East Timor cycle tour starts 

President Jose Ramos Horta on Monday signalled the start of 
East T imor ’ s international cycling tour, wishing more than 300 com- 
petitors a safe ride while enjoying the country’s scenery. The sec- 
ond edition of T our de T imor, aheady considered the sport’ s tough- 
est mountain event, is a presidential initiative aimed at promoting 
the country’ s recently gained peace and its image as a tourist des- 
tination. The 42 kilometre race drew 320 cyclists from several coun- 
tries, including Australia and Malaysia. Shahrin Amir of Malaysia 
won the first stage between Dili and Balibo near the Indonesian 
border, while Rowena Fry of T asmania, Australia was placed first 
for women, coming in 12“'.

Most Portuguese support aid, few contribute

A study published this week 
has revealed that while 92% of 
Portuguese are in favour of aid 
provided to developing countries, 
only 1 1% actually contribute. 

One week before the UN High 
Level Meeting on the Millen- 
nium Development Goals, a 
Eurobarometer survey has this 
week revealed that 89% of re- 
spondents consider develop- 
ment aid is important or very 
important. 

Two in three Europeans be- 
lieve that the EU should honour, 
or even improve, on its promises 
to increase development aid to 
0.7% of GNI by 20 1 5, the dead- 
line for achieving the Millennium 
Development Goal. 


This support, shared by a vast 
majority of citizens regardless of 
their nationality, has remained 
consistently high despite the fi- 
nancial crisis and the economic 
situation in Europe. In this con- 
text, three quarters (76%) of Eu- 
ropeans believe that there is added 
value in EU countries working 
together which contributes to- 
wards avoiding duplication and 
ensuring aid effectiveness. 

European Commissioner for 
Development Andris Piebalgs 
said: “European citizens sent a 
very clear message to all of us: 
despite the economic slowdown, 
the EU’s solidarity and respon- 
sibility towards those in need 
must be pursued. I personally see 


this as a mandate to remain relent- 
lessly determined in attaining the 
Millennium Development 
Goals. Clearly, we need to ensure 
the highest impact of EU aid, 
which is the highest in the world.” 

For this special Euro-barom- 
eter survey, 26,500, citizens in all 
27 Member States were asked a 
series of questions on develop- 
ment issues in June 2010. 

The main result emerging from 
the survey is that general support 
for development has not been 
weakened during the economic 
crisis. The number of people who 
regard it as very important even 
rose from 3 9% last year to 45%. 

The poll also reveals that, for 
the first time, the difference in 


attitude between the so called EU 
15 and EU 12 is clearly shrink- 
ing. The dividing line seems to run 
between the countries which 
have been most affected by the 
economic downturn and those 
which enjoy a better economic 
situation. Citizens also indirectly 
support policy coherence in de- 
velopment: 43% believe thatEU 
trade and finance policies have a 
positive impact on partner coun- 
tries. Peace building policies also 
reach 42%, followed by agricul- 
ture(33%) and migration (22%). 

Portugal is also among the six 
EU nations in which at least a third 
ofthose surveyed believe that the 
Union should cut its foreign aid 
while the financial crisis lasts. 
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EU revises laws to better protect animals used in scientific experiments

The European Parliament has 
this week voted to revise legisla- 
tion on animals used for seientifie 
purposes. The revised legisla- 
tion, first proposed by the Euro- 
pean Commission in 2008, is 
hoped to strengthen the protee- 
tion of animals still needed for 
researeh and safety testing. 

Aeeording to the EC, the new 
direetive will also play a signifi- 
eantrole inminimising the number 
of animals used in experiments, 
and require alternatives to be used 
where possible, whilst ensuring a 
level playing field for the EU in- 
dustry and enhaneing the quality 
of researeh eondueted in the EU. 

European Environment Com- 
missioner Janez Potoenik said: 
“The vote ends a long negotiation 
proeess, whieh has shown how 
sensitive and important the is- 
sues at stake are. However, eve- 
ryone agreed that it is vital to im- 
prove the situation for animals 
still needed in seientifie researeh 
and safety testing, whilst main- 
taining a high standard of re- 
seareh and improving the foeus 
on finding alternative methods to 
animal testing. The European 
Union will soon have the highest 
standards of experimental animal 
welfare in the world.” 

Through the revision of Diree- 
tive 86/609/EEC the Commission 
has sought to strengthen EU leg- 
islation on the proteetion of ani- 
mals used for experimental pur- 
poses. Among the most signifi- 
eant ehanges whieh will ensure 
this, is the requirement to per- 
form ethieal evaluations prior to 
authorisation of projeets using 
animals coupled with the upgrad- 
ing ofhousing and care standards. 


The new Directive covers ani- 
mals used in education and train- 
ing, and basic research. It covers 
all live, non-human vertebrate 
animals plus certain other spe- 
cies likely to experience pain. The 
use of non-human primates is 
subject to restrictions, with the 
new Directive introducing a ban 


on the use of great apes in scien- 
tific procedures. Only when sur- 
vival of the species itself is at 
stake, or in the case of an unex- 
pected outbreak of a life-threat- 
ening or debilitating disease in 
human beings, can a Member 
State exceptionally be granted 
permission for their use. 


At present it is not possible to 
ban outright the use of animals 
for safety testing or biomedical 
research. The revision thus seeks 
to ensure that animals are used 
only where no other means are 
available. Their use must be fully 
justifiable and the expected ben- 
efits must outweigh the harm 


caused to the animals. The new 
Directive also ensures that ani- 
mals receive suitable care and 
treatment such as appropriately 
sized cages and an environment 
adapted to each species. These 
provisions will be continually 
monitored. 

F or the first time legislation will 


make authorisationfor allprojects 
compulsory. F acilities wishing to 
breed, supply or use animals will 
be obligedto seekauthorisationfor 
their activities. Staff working with 
animals, in addition to being prop- 
erly educated and trained, will also 
have to demonstrate their compe- 
tence before working with animals 
unsupervised. 

The ‘Three Rs’ principle of 
replacing, reducing, and refining 
animal testing is firmly anchored 
in the new legislation. The Com- 
mission strongly supports ef- 
forts to find alternative methods 
to testing on animals. Where this 
is not possible the number of ani- 
mals used must be reduced or the 
testing methods refined so as to 
cause the least harm to the ani- 
mals. In orderto boost the devel- 
opment of alternative methods 
the new Directive will require the 
establishment of a Reference 
Laboratory at European Union 
level. The Laboratory will be re- 
sponsible for coordinating and 
promoting the development and 
use of alternatives to animal pro- 
cedures, and continue the work 
so far carried out by the European 
Centre for the Validation of Al- 
ternative Methods (ECVAM). 
Member States are required to 
contribute in this crucial activity 
by identifying and nominating 
suitable specialised and qualified 
laboratories, as well as ensuring 
the promotion of alternative 
methods at national level. 

The Member States will have 
24 months to adopt and publish 
national legislation which will 
transpose the provisions of this 
Directive. The new Directive will 
take effect on 1 January 2013. 
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Roma deportations “unimaginable” in Portugal 



Former Portuguese president and UN 
High Representative for the Alliance of 
CivilizationsJorgeSampaio "can't 
imagine" that Portugal would ever 
follow policies such as France's 
deportation of hundreds of gypsies, he 
told Lusa News Agency while on a visit 
to Moscow late last week. 


“I can’t imagine that my coun- 
try would ever do something like 
that”, Mr. Sampaio said.

Turkey referendum

Portuguese leaders added their voices Friday to 
international condemnation of a US pastor's 'threat' to 
burn a Muslim Koran to mark the anniversary of the 
September 11 terrorist attacks.

“stupidity of unimaginable pro- 
portions”. 

Florida Pastor Terry Tone’s 
threat was “stupidity of unimagi- 
nable proportions due to the im- 
pact it would have today in the 
times we live”, Amado told jour- 
nalists in Brussels before attend- 
ing anEU ministerial meeting. 

He said it was “imperative” 
that every thing to be done to 
avoid inflaming tensions and con- 
flicts. 

“A religious leader should 
naturally take this into considera- 
tion”, he added, saying peace 
was the “objective of religion”. 

Meanwhile in Moscow, 
former Portuguese President 
Jorge Sampaio, the UN’s High 
Representative for Dialogue 
among Civilisations, also de- 
nounced the threat.

First, the good news. On 1 5 September, Russian foreign minister Sergei 
Lavrov and Norwegian foreign minister Jonas Gahr Store signed an 
agreement in Murmansk that resolves the long dispute between the 
twocountries overtheir Arcticseabed. So there will be no military 
confrontation in the Barents Sea between Russia and Norway, a NATO 
member, over who owns which part of the seabed, even if oil is 
discovered there. 


cause the oil priee remains high 
and both eountries need the eash 
flow. 

This is the first part of the 
Aretie Oeean where large-seale 
exploitation of hydroearbons is 
likely to happen, beeause the 
other two promising areas, in the 
Bering Strait between Russia and 
the United States and on the 
seabed north of Alaska and Cana- 
da ’s Yukon territory, are still in 
dispute. Sporadie negotiations 
take plaee between the US and 
Canada, but the US-Russian 
seabed boundary is not even be- 
ing diseussedby the two powers. 

This is beeause baek in 1990, 
when the old Soviet Union was 
stumbling towards eollapse, So- 
viet foreign minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze made a deal with 
US seeretary of state James 
Baker that aeeepted almost all of 
the Ameriean elaims in the seabed 
area in dispute between Alaska 
and Siberia. Russia’ s own elaims 
were simply abandoned. 

It was an agreement made at 
Russia’s moment of maximum 
weakness, and the Russian Duma 
(parliament) has never ratified it. 
It never will, just as the US Sen- 
ate would never ratify a deal that 
surrendered all of Ameriea’s 
elaims. 

A eompromise like the one just 
worked outbetweenNorway and 
Russia is the only way to settle 
the issue, but whieh Ameriean 
politieian would take the respon- 
sibility for giving up seabed ter- 
ritories that belong to the United 
States under the 1990 aeeord, 
however unjust it was? At the 
moment, the two eountries are 
not even talking about it. 

So we may get the worst of 
both worlds: deepwater drilling 
in the environmentally vulner- 
able region of the Barents Sea 
(whieh is also home to major fish 
stoeks), and anew eold war over 
rival Ameriean and Russian 
elaims to the seabed in the Bering 
Strait. 

There is also the possibility, 
of eourse, that the global re- 
sponse to the threat of runaway 
warming will be so rapid and ef- 
feetive that the demand for oil 
and gas will fall faster than exist- 
ing reserves are depleted. In that 
ease, it might never be eeonomi- 
eally sensible to start drilling for 
oil and gas on the Aretie seabed 
at all. But I wouldn’t bet the farm 
on it.

During the C o Id War the are a 
was tense, with NATO mari- 
time patrol planes regularly 
overflying the area elaimed by 
Russia. Even after the eollapse 
of the Soviet Union the tension 
eontinued, leading Norway to 
earry out a reeently eompleted 
modernisation of its navy that 
effeetively doubled its eapaeity 
to operate in Aretie waters. 

Russia andNorway have now 
resolved the disagreement by di- 
viding the disputed seabed 
evenly between them. The deal 
was announeed in prineiple 
when Russia’ s president, Dmitri 
Medvedev, visited Oslo in 
April, and now it has been signed. 
It will still have to be ratified by 
the Norwegian and Russian par- 
liaments, but that is a foregone 
eonelusion. 

Now that the eonfrontation is 
over, the two eountries will prob- 
ably work together to develop 
the region’s resourees, sinee 
Russia needs Norway’s more 
advaneed teehnology for 
deepwater drilling in Aretie wa- 
ters. The returns maybe huge, as 
the Aretie basin is thought to hold 
up to 20 pereent of all the world’ s 
remaining undiseovered oil. 

But the downside of this de- 
velopment is that drilling, long 
stalled by the geopolitieal uneer- 
tainties of the region, ean now 
begin. It will take plaee in an en- 
vironment where storms are 
fieree and frequent, and sea-iee 
is a regular seasonal phenom- 
enon. The polar iee-eap is re- 
treating as global warming pro- 
eeeds, but there will still be iee 
in the area in winter for several 
deeadesto eome. 

The risk of a major oil spill is 
hard to ealeulate, but it eertainly 
exists.

Accordingtoastudy by EMEL- Lisbon's Municipal Parking Company- 
short-term parking in the Portuguese capital is the cheapest of 14 
worldwide cities and isthe only city included in the survey where it costs the 
same to park on the outskirts of the city as it does to park in the centre. 


Prices for parking in Lisbon 
were reeently eompared to park- 
ing fees in other international eit- 
ies, ineluding many European 
eities and one Canadian eity. 

While long-term parking in the 
Portuguese eapital is amongst 
the most expensive, short-term 
parking is the eheapest of them 
all. 

EMEL eompared its parking 
fees to those from Seville, Ma- 
drid and Bareelona (Spain), 
Rome, Milan and Turin (Italy), 
Paris, London, Oslo, Copenha- 
gen, Stoekholmandthe Canadian 
eity of Montreal.

However, of all the eities in- 
volved in the study, Lisbon is the 
only one in whi eh parking priees 
remained the same throughout the 
eity, from the outskirts to the een- 
tre. 

It is believed, however, that 
this will soon ehange and a new 
‘limited-time’ system is being 
analysed and is eurrently in a 
phase of publie debate. 

EMEL has reeently admitted 
that its new tariff for 2011 stipu- 
lates different fees and limits de- 
pending on whieh area of the eity 
drivers want to park. 

The eurrent proposal defines 
three distinet zones: a red zone 
(whieh eomprises three per eent 


of the eity’s parking spaees and 
is in the very heart of the eity), 
where vehieles will be allowed to 
park for a maximum of two hours 
as opposed to the eurrent four 
hours, and priees will be higher 
than those presently applied. 

In the Outer Ring 1 area, whieh 
is made up of 35 pereent of the 
eity’s parking, priees will be 
higher in the first two hours, the 
same as present in the third hour 
and eheaper in the fourth hour. 

The Outer Ring 2 zone refers 
to the outer parts of the eity, 
where 62 pereent of Lisbon’s 
parking spaees ean be found and 
where the fee forthe firsthourwill 
remain the same as present 
priees, but subsequent hours will 
be eheaper.

Traffic circulating in and around Cascais will be restricted 
for the next three months due to extensive demolition 
work taking place on an old building as well as the 
upgrading of the main downtown street. 


“For safety reasons the work 
will involve restrietions on foot 
aeeess to Rua das Flores and 
Travessa de Santa Catarina, and 
ears will not be able to eireulate 
in areas affeeted by the renova- 
tions” a press release from 
Caseais T own Hall reads. 

The work, whieh will be ear- 
ned out by Caseais’ Munieipal 
Urban Serviees Company 
(ESUC) eommeneed on Tues- 
day this week and will last for ap- 
proximately 90 days. 

Work is expeeted to last until 


the end of Deeember. 

The demolition of the old fish- 
ing taekle building, near Caseais’ 
DoeaPesea, will also entail altera- 
tions to traffie flows in surround- 
ing streets. 

Sinee January loeal fishermen 
have been given loekers in anew 
loeation, in whieh they ean keep 
their taekle and with whieh they 
are said to be “very pleased” . 

In total, 40 new loekers have 
been installed in Caseais’ bay area, 
nearer to the sea, to make the fish- 
ermen’ s’ jobs easier. 


Cams promotes 
public transportation 

Providing transportation to around 600,000 people 
every day, Lisbon's transportation company Carris 
recently held an open day to entice Lisbonitesto use 
other means of transportation together with buses, 
such as segways, bicycles or inline skates. 


Last Sunday, the Vaseo da 
Gama gardens, inBelem, were 
transformed into a area for al- 
ternative means of transpor- 
tation. Visitors were allowed 
to try several types of equip- 
ment for free, using vehieles 
sueh as bieyeles, skateboards, 
inline skates, segways and 
seooters. 

“The main objeetive is to ad- 
vise people to employ healthy 
lifestyle habits and to use pub- 
lie transportation. With this 
initiative we want to show peo- 
ple the possibility of using 
‘ smooth’ transportation meth- 
ods that ean be assoeiated with 
publie transportation” said 
Nuno Jose Correia, Carris Gen- 


eral Seeretary’s Assessor, add- 
ing “Carris has six routes 
adapted to transport bieyeles: 
thebikebuses. Forthe Segways 
it is still not possible, but, who 
knows, that maybe in the future 
it might be a reality if the vehi- 
ele beeomes more popular.” 

A Segway is a two-wheeled, 
self-balaneing eleetrie vehiele. 
Despite being invented in 200 1 , 
it has never really taken off in 
terms of personal transport. 

The ‘Lisboando eom a 
Carris’ initiative eomprises of 
several outdoor aetivities for 
people of all ages, to leteitizens 
understand that “it is possible 
to use other forms of transport 
rather than a ear in Lisbon.”

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Hundreds of ducks found dead on Ria Formosa 
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Some remains were found on 
tarmac roads that surround the 
ETAR plant, as the ducks tried 
to reach water. It is thought the 
ducks are unable to fly and 
quickly lost their strength. 

Every day for the past two 
weeks employees from regional 
water treatment company 
Aguas do Algarve have collected 
at least 10 dead ducks from the 
immediate surroundings of the 
plant. 

A surge in the number of 
cacasses occurred towards the 
end of August, they say. 

Technicians from the Inves- 
tigation and Recuperation Cen- 
tre for Wild Animals (RIAS) ar- 
gue they noted the surge earlier 
that month, “maybe at the begin- 
ning of August”, said Carla 
F erreira, a RIAS vet. 

It is to RIAS ’ main headquar- 
ters and rehabilitation centre in 
Olhao that at least 125 sick 
ducks have been taken. Some 
died while others recuperated 
and are currently regaining 
strength, flying round the cen- 
tre’s enclosed facilities. 

Experts believe the cause be- 
hind the deaths could be botu-

lism, also known as botulinus 
intoxication, a rare but serious 
paralytic illness caused by a 
toxin produced by the bacterium 
colstridiun botulinum. 

A surge in duck deaths has also 
been reported in Southern Spain, 
further reinforcing the theory of 
botulism, which could have been 
also aggravatedby still waters like 
those in the Ria Formosa, high 
temperatures, and a large concen- 
tration of animals in one spot. 

Laboratory tests are being 
carried out to confirm the exist- 
ence of bacteria or otherwise. 

Less probable but still a pos- 
sible cause of death, according to 


Carla Ferreira, is the possibility 
that the ducks were poisoned by 
algae or made ill by another type 
ofbacteria. 

“We will only release [the 
surviving ducks] when we are 
sure that the outbreak has been 
eradicated, so that they don’t 
reappear dead, as happened last 
year”, she said. 

The situation is being moni- 
tored by Faro Town Hall, the 
Parque Natural da Ria F ormosa, 
the Regional Board for Algarve 
Agriculture and Fisheries, and 
the CCDR/Algarve Committee 
for Regional Coordination and 
Development.

F aulty parking metres in Olhao 
charge double the standard rate 


n A parking metre system installed in Olhao has, since 2006, been functioning illegally by not displaying 
compulsory rulesand regulations-a legal requirement-aswell ascharging morethan doublethe 
standard price for the first 15-minute time block. 


The metres were installed at 
the beginning of this decade. 
Their functionality is checked 
every year by the Ministry for 
Economy, though this year a 
check has not yet been carried out. 

Local councillor Joao Pereira, 
of the BE leftist party, has asked 
the PSP police to not issue fines 
to vehicles parked in the area. 

He said that, while “citizens 
cannot allege they don’t known 
the law when they commit an of- 
fence”, likewise, police are also 


obliged to not ignore the munici- 
palities mistakes. 

“Regarding short-term park- 
ing, up to 24 hours, the price paid 
by parking users is fractioned to 
1 5 minute periods, atmaximum”. 
Councillor Pereira said, quoting 
a law published four years ago, 
to raise awareness of the situation 
amongst the local police force as 
a way of appealing to them to not 
issue fines until “the legality of 
the metres is re-established”. 

Head ofOlhao PSP police, sub- 


commissioner Gon 9 alves, con- 
firmed he received a letter from 
Councillor Pereira and that he in- 
formed the Mayor of it. 

Regarding the appeal for fines 
not to be issued until the matter is 
resolved, sub-commissioner 
Gon 9 alves replied “the police al- 
ways do their job”. 

Olhao Mayor Francisco Leal 
refused to comment on the issue. 

A managing partner for 
Masitrave, Joao Feijao, the com- 
pany contracted by the Town 


Hall to supervise the parking 
metres, acknowledged that 
“every now and then” malfunc- 
tions occur, but concerning the 
payment of a 30 minute fee as 
opposed to a 1 5 minute fee for 
the first 1 5 -minute unit, he said 
“We are complying with the con- 
tract that we signed following a 
public tender”. 

Joao Feijao further stressed 
that should the machines need 
adjusting “all the Town Hall 
needs to do is say so”.

The major battle’s won, but 
the war’ s still on. Case went to 
court on September 14th. 

The Lisbon Theatre Group 
which has an uninterrupted 
record of 63 years of presenting 
theatre in English in the Portu- 
guese capital has won two major 
battles in its bid to remain in its 
building in the central Estrela dis- 
trict of Lisbon. The first was a 
resolution of the crisis prompted 
by the los s of its water supply that 
had been “borrowed” since 1947 
from the neighbouring British 
Hospital.

After a lot of soul-search- 
ing the group decided to take the 
bit between its teeth and sink all 
that was in their bank account - 
boosted by a successful winter 
production of Hamlet - on a first 
phase of a renovation plan which 
would eventually comply with 
all the demands of the authori- 
ties. This first phase involved 
the compartmentalization of the 
building into three areas with 
metal fire doors, the installation 
of a computerized fire detection 
system and appropriate signage. 
Amazingly the building passed 


its inspection in June and the 
theatre now is the proud posses- 
sor of a performance licence (and 
a complaints book ! ) . 

It should be noted that the 
Lisbon Players operates with no 
subsidy whatsoever from any 
body, private or public. Its in- 
come is entirely generated from 
box office receipts. 

But the greatest challenge lies 
ahead. Despite the theatre’ s long 
history and its thriving artistic 
activity, the British Govern- 
ment, which under a complicated 
trust thinks it has some rights to 
the building, is attempting to sell 
the site on which the theatre 
stands for development. As sole 
occupiers of the theatre building 
for over 60 years and responsi- 
ble for repairs and renovations 
over this period, the Lisbon 
Players and its legal advisors 
believe that under Portuguese 
law it has a greater right to the 
building and is challenging HM 
Government in court. The case 
was heard in Lisbon’ s Palace of 
Justice on September 14th. 

LisbonPlayers’ newseasonkicks 
off with a season of short plays by 
Strindberg, Chekhov andPeydeauin 
October followed by a four week 
mn of Wilde’s The Importance of 
BeingEamest (which was, strangely 
enough, Lisbon Players’ first pro- 
ductionin 1945), opening onNovem- 
ber 22nd.

Brian Hilliard 

Brian Hilliard, 80, died of a 
heart attack at his home in Sao 
Bras on August 3 P‘. Brian and his 
late wife of 25 years, Leonie, 
moved to Sao Bras from England 
in 2000. 

Eollowing National Service in 
the Royal Navy, Brian joined the 
Metropolitan Police Eorce in 
London in 1 954, reaching the rank 
of Inspector before deciding on a 
change of career in 1979. 

He j oined the magazine Police 
Review (later named Jane’ s Po- 
lice Review) and became its edi- 
tor in 1985. Prom the outset, 
Brian decided the magazine was 
to be impartial and never shied 
away from criticism of the force 
where he felt it was due. 

In 1986 Brian wrote a memo- 
rable editorial in relation to a case 
where police officers had been 
accused of beating up a group of 
youths in Holloway but were 
shielded from prosecution by 
their colleagues. Asaresultofhis 


article, a witness 
came forward and 
subsequently the 
guilty officers 
were jailed for the 
assault. 

He also took up 
the case of Alison 
Halford, a Mer- 
seyside Assistant 
Chief Constable 
who subsequently 
brought a success- 
ful sexual dis- 
crimination claim 
against that force. 

Brian wrote 
Nickers - a Gen- 
tleman ’s guide to 
Police Duty in 
1982, illustrated 
by the cartoonist Bill Tidy, fol- 
lowed by a series of successful 
titles including The Duffer’s 
Guide to Motoring Law, which 
was published by the AA. Be- 
lieve No One written in collabo- 
ration with ex-Detective Super- 
intendent Roy Herridge and his 
latest book. Known to the Police 
was published in 2001. At the 
time of his death, Brian was work- 
ing on two new books. 

Whilst living in the Algarve, 
Brian contributed articles to lo- 
cal newspapers and to the Police 
Review. He was a member of the 
Sao Bras Museum. HeandLeonie 
were also involved with the 
Quintinha dos Animais , Many of 
Brian’s friends and neighbours 
were unaware of his illustrious 
career as an author, editor and 
police officer. He was known 
simply as “a thoroughly nice 
bloke” and will be sadly missed. 

Brian is survived by his five 
children from his first marriage, 
Rebecca, Nicholas, Peter, Simon 
and Benedict.

SIR, The Citidania Cascais 
movement (The Portugal News 
11 Sept, page 21) is requesting 
that the Vila Arriaga in Cascais is 


listed as worthy of conservation 
and placed on the municipal her- 
itage inventory. They claim it is 
avery well preserved example of 
20th Century architecture and 
should be conserved. 

Planning permission was 
granted last June for a four sto- 
rey block of flats in the Vila’s 
place. Antonio Capucho, the 
Cascais Mayor’s reason for 
granting planning permission for 
the flats, and permission to de- 
molish Vila Arriaga, was a mas- 
terpiece of bureaucratic non- 
sense. His twisted logic concludes 
that as he has already given per- 
mission for an eight storey block 
of flats adjacent to Vila Arriaga, 
long since completed, “the vila 
(Arriaga) was not listed as mu- 
nicipal heritage having lost its 
architectural value due to its prox- 
imity to the larger building”. 

So should a block of flats, for 
whatever reason, be built next to 
an architecturally significant 
building worthy of preservation, 
this old building is devalued and 
can be knocked down to make 
way for a block of flats. If the

I would draw your atten- 
tion to just two: -“since the mid- 
90s [Portugal] has... been making 
huge progress. ..in recycling.” 

According to Algar’ s own fig- 
ures, there was no recycling in the 
mid-90s. ANY amount would 
look good compared to zero. The 
company’s last reliable posted 
figures state that 17,700 tons of 
recyclables were collected in

2006. That is unquestionably 
“huge progress” compared to no 
state recycling prior to 1999. But 
compared to almost 3 50,000 tons 
of waste collected in the province 
that year it represents a mere 
4.8%, well below the country’s 
(miserable) overall recycling 
level. “Portugal is climbing the 
ranks regarding environmental 
matters, particularly concerning 
recycling.” 

The country’ s recycling rate is 
generally recognised to be 15- 
1 6%. If the ranks referred to in- 
clude Greece and Eastern Europe 
we can be proud indeed. How- 
ever, that level is half what Spain 
diverts while the Netherlands, 
Germany and Austria presently 
ensure that 60-70% of their waste 
stream is neither buried nor 
burned. These are countries that 
take the matter more seriously 
than your article appears to. Its 
title, “What a lot of rubbish!” 
practically celebrates all we 
waste. Not for the first time, you 
prompt complacency about an 
environmental issue when what 
is needed is concern.

While Portugal lags behindthe 
countries you mention, we are on 
a par with countries like the 
United Kingdom, where the recy- 
cling rate sits at 17.7%. As for the 
countries you mention such as 
Greece, where 1 % of plastic bot- 
tles are recycled, a comparison 
with Portugal makes no sense 
unless to prove how well this 
country has done. When com- 
pared with 2005, recycling in 


Portugal last year had risen by 
14.9%), well above percentages 
of most European countries and 
puts the country on track to meet 
the EU target of 25%o. In 2005, 
Portugal had around 20,000 
Ecopontos ’ or recycling points, 
this figure has now risen to close 
on 40,000. 

Despite your concern, and 
while Portugal might learn from 
countries such as Germany, Swit- 
zerland, the Netherlands and 
Austria, perhaps Ireland and the 
United Kingdom could take a leaf 
out of this country’s book in 
learning how to boost recycling 
figures with limited resources and 
over a short-period of time, and 
perhaps stop being the champi- 
ons of Europe in the amount of 
waste they bury. Complacency, 
we believe, in reporting on envi- 
ronmental issues in Portugal 
would only be apparent should 
the media turn a blind eye to dete- 
riorating practices in waste man- 
agement, which, as far as Portu- 
gal is concerned, is clearly not the 
case. 

In other environmental ac- 
complishments, Portugal has 
two of the world’s biggest solar 
power stations and also had the 
biggest increase in wind power, 
as a percentage of total generated 
power, among European states. 

Portugal has also already ex- 
ceeded thcEU’s target of achiev- 
ing 20 per cent of its energy con- 
sumption by green, renewable 
sources by 2020 and it is on track 
to achieve 45 per cent of all its 
power from renewable sources 
during the course of this year. Ed.

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Beginners guide 
to burning CD’s 

and DVD’s part 1 

Although USB flash drives have becomethe most popular way to 
transport project files between systems, you're probably looking for a 
cheaper way to distribute presentations, music, photo, or video 
compilations. 



Forthesejobs and others, cre- 
ating a CD or DVD makes more 
sense. However, there’s plenty 
of confusion at home and the of- 
fice when it comes to what media 
to choose and how to write your 
files. Over the next few weeks I 
will discuss CD and DVD media, 
bum strategies, and freeware CD 
and DVD burning programs. 

Burning Methods 

Whether you use recordable 
(R) or rewritable (RW) media, 
there are two basic ways to cre- 
ateadisc: draganddrop, andmas- 
tered. 

Benefits and Risks of Drag and 
Drop (Live File System UDF) 

Drag and drop (also known as 
Live File System to Windows 
Vista and Windows 7 users, or as 
Universal Disk Format - UDF) 
enables you to copy files to CD 
or DVD media through Windows 
Explorer, much as you would 
copy files to aUSB flash drive or 
other type of drive. Because you 
don’t need to create a list of files 
in advance, drag and drop is very 
useful for backing up your files 
during projects for reuse on the 
same computer. 

However, because of the 
many versions of the UDF stand- 
ard in use, you can have 
versioning 


problems if you try to move a 
disc created with drag and drop 
from one system to another, par- 
ticularly if the systems do not use 
the same drag and drop software. 
In some cases, you might not be 
able to read a disc on a different 
system, although you can read 
and write to it on your PC. Drag 
and drop UDF support is built 
into the CD and DVD writing 
features included in Windows 
Vista and Windows 7, but Win- 
dows XP uses a strange hybrid 
of drag and drop and mastering to 
create CD’s. 

Benefits and 
Shortcomings of 
Mastering 

Before drag and drop was com- 
mon, disc mastering was the only 
way to build a CD. Mastering re- 
quires you to build a list of files 
you want to copy to a CD (or 
DVD), making it inconvenient for 
frequent file backups. 

Mastering’s strong point, 
however, is that the media it pro- 
duces can be read on virtually any 
device that can read the media 
used, especially if the media is 
written in a single session and the 
disc closed after use. Amastered 
disc is the best choice when you 
don’t know what type of drive 
will be used to read the final re- 
sult, or for distributing a finished 
audio, video, or 



data disc to others. 

Discs written using the 
multisession method (in which 
some files are written, but the disc 
is not closed, allowing more files 
to be written later) is a useful mid- 
point between the ease of drag and 
drop and the broad compatibil- 
ity of mastered single-session 
discs, but this method should not 
be used to create music CD’s for 
use in CD players that are not de- 
signed for MP3 or other compu- 
ter files. 

Choosing the Right CD or 
DVD Media for the Job 

When you shop for CD and 
DVD media, you’ 11 find a bewil- 
dering array of choices. Here’s 
some help to cut through the clut- 
ter. 

CD Media 

If you are creating mastered 
CD ’ s for data or music , use CD- 
R media. CD-R media is record- 
able,butnotrewritable: bum files 
to a CD and close it, and they’re 
locked on the media as long as it 
lasts. If you want to update your 
disc, use multisessionrecording, 
and you can replace older files 
with newer files of the same 
name, but you can’t ever erase 
files from the disc. 

For drag and drop, especially 
on the same system, use CD-RW 
media. Choosing CD-RW media 
canbe tricky because it comes in 
several speed ranges, including 
standard (up to 4x), High 
speed (up to 1 2x) and Ul-

tra-Speed(upto24x). Ifyouuse 
the same drag and drop software 
on more than one computer and 
want to use CD-RW media to 
transport files between comput- 
ers, make sure you use media 
whose speed is supported by 
both drives. If you want to reuse 
a CD-RW disc, you can erase it. 
However, you cannot erase indi- 
vidual files. 

Although you can use CD-RW 
to store a project in progress, I 
don’t recommend it for perma- 
nent storage of completed 


projects. Thanks to the ever- 
changing world of UDF stand- 
ards and glitchy implementa- 
tions, the odds are fairly good that 
at least some CD-RW media will 
be hard or impossible to read in 
the future, even on the same ma- 
chine. 

CD Media Capacity 

CD-R 80 minutes holds 
703MB; the older CD-R 74 min- 
utes holds 650MB. CD-RW me- 
dia capacity depends upon 
whether it is used in mastered or 
drag and drop modes.

Mowing overgrown lawns. 



If you've been away for the summer and returned to dried-up 
pots, overgrown borders and a mass of weeds, now'sthetimeto 
get them sorted before everything spirals out of control ! 


T hanks to a very hot 
August, your grass 
will have grown 
considerably if it has 
been irragted 
regularly but if it’s really long, 
don’t try to cut it short in one 
fell swoop or you’ll be cutting 
into thick brown stems which 
will leave your lawn looking like 


a mass of stubble. 

Instead, do the mowing in 
stages, raising the blades as high 
as possible initially and then 
lowering them a notch each time 
you mow subsequently, so the 
grass will soon grow leafy again. 

If your hanging baskets and 
containers have completely 
dried out, the plants may be be- 


yond help so bite the bullet and 
empty the contents on to the 
compost heap - then you can get 
an early start with autumn dis- 
plays and spring bulb plantings. 

Containers holding year- 
round interest plants such as 
shrubs or evergreens may ben- 
efit from being submerged in a 
bucket of water to re-wet the 




ering plants will need 
deadheading and watering. 

The leaves of newly-planted 
shrubs may start to look dull if 
they’ve been exposed to pro- 
longed dry weather. Cut back 


tablished trees and shrubs are 
unlikely to have been affected 
while you were away. 

Weeds will have grown and 
will soon be threatening to shed 
seeds - which will lead to more 
headaches next year if you don’t 
remove them now. 

Don’t forget to check your 
pond for foreign bodies which 
may have fallen in, such as birds 
ormice, andalso children’s toys. 
Carefully remove and dispose of 
them. 

All perennial plants that have 
now finished flowering can ei- 
ther be cut down or left until the 
spring. Cutting them down 
makes for a tidy winter garden, 
but foliage, whether it be dead or 
alive, helps keep the garden 
warmer overwinter, so it can be 
left if you can bear the unsightli- 
ness. 

In the greenhouse, give every- 
thing a good feed and water, 
deadhead flowering plants, har- 
vest ripe crops and have a good 
clear-up as you prepare for au- 
tumn and winter. 

Don’t leave all these jobs for 
much longer, or you’ll end up 
leaving them all winter - which 
will give you double the work 
next spring.

compost, but take care not to 
waterlog the plants. 

After re-wetting, robust archi- 
tectural plants such as 
phormiums and box can be lifted 
out of their containers with their 
root system intact to check if the 
compost has been completely 
soaked through. 

If no-one has picked your 
crops in your absence, you are 
likely to come home to a large 
amount of stringy, tough runner 
beans which will need to be put 
on the compost heap, and the 
plants will probably have 
stopped flowering. 

Pick all the beans off the 
plants, give them some tomato 
feed and they should start pro- 
ducing again. 

Tomatoes left unpicked and 
unwatered will be dead after two 
weeks, courgettes will have 
turned into marrows which have 
a more bitter flavour but are still 
edible, lettuces will have gone to 
seed and will need digging up and 
composting. However, you can 
just sow some more in their 
place. 

Carrots may have gone to seed 
but are still fine for eating. Herbs 


such as basil will have become 
quite bushy, so pinch out the 
tips and consider freezing some 
in ice cubes. Try to find some 
time to clear vacant rows in your 
veg patch and refill them with 
autumn and winter crops imme- 
diately. 

Borders should remain rela- 
tively unaffected if you’ve only 
away for a couple of weeks and 
your garden has an automatic 
irragation system. However, 
plants such as sweet peas will 
have developedpods which will 
need cutting off so that they may 
flower again. All summer flow- 


damaged perennials to where the 
stems seem to be green and 
healthy. Cut back all brown 
stems and leaves and water 
plants thoroughly. 

Don’t rely on rain alone. Es-

In the world of six-figure super saloons, 
Mercedes! high-end AMG models disguise 
their potential well. Designed to look almost 
like their diesel-powered cousins, youid 
struggle to pick them out in a line-up of flash 
motors. 


You’d think that, for the 
money, the S 63 would be abrash, 
extrovert machine. In reality 
Mercedes has plenty of evidence 
pointing to buyers seeking a qui- 
eter life behind the wheel. The 
result is something that’s un- 
likely to turn heads and it’ s a situ- 
ation buyers are happy with. 


be built by one person from start 
to finish. 

Further enhancing the experi- 
ence is the inclusion of Mercedes ’ 
Speedshift MCT seven-speed 
gearbox. First seen in the current 
SL and subsequently the E-Class 
AMG models, this auto behaves 
more like a direct shift gearbox 




leaving the exaggerated theatrics 
to bright red cars from Italy. 

That’ s not to say this revised 
S 63 is more librarian than thrill- 
seeker. In truth, anything pack- 
ing a 5.5-litre biturbo V8 is al- 
ways going to have a naughty side 
to its character, and this S-Class 
is no different. Think Olympic 
sprinter in a Hugo Boss suit and 
you’re on the right track. 

We ’ ve been here before ; the S 
63 moniker isn’t new but this it- 
eration bears little resemblance 
under the bonnet to what’ s gone 
before in the name of being green. 
The desire to seek out fewer li- 
tres per hundred kilometres 
might sound silly in the context 
of such a machine, but every lit- 
tle helps. Furthermore, improve- 
ments contribute to the compa- 
ny’ s group C02 - the lower the 
better in the eyes of EU. 

And in a very Porsche-like 
way, the Mercedes engineers 
have managed to squeeze out 
some impressive numbers. This 
is a motor boasting 544 horse- 
power (57 1 in optional Perform- 
ance Package trim), yet returns 
8.8 L/lOOkm on the combined 
cycle and emits 244g/km C02. 
That’ s an improvement of 25 and 
30 per cent respectively over the 
old car. 

A lot of clever stuff has been 
thrown at the new 5. 5 -litre en- 
gine. The direct injection engine 
includes numerous green tweaks, 
not least a stop- start system like 
you’ d find on a family hatchback. 
And in keeping with tradition, 
AMG still operate the policy of 
one man, one engine - yours will 


(DSG) than a traditional slush 
‘box. Offering a customisable 
auto and a full manual mode, every 
driver type is catered for. 
Chunky paddles behind the steer- 
ing wheel and a fruity throttle 
blip on downchanges let you 
know that you’re not driving a 
regular S-Class. 

Save for a few bits of new ex- 
terior trim and badging, it’ s only 
when you turn the key do you 
fully appreciate what you’re 
driving. The car’ s deep, bass ex- 
haust note is very un-limo-like, 
while the distant growl and in- 
creased urgency when you pull 
away all point to a special expe- 
rience. 

AMG fans will notice one 
thing that’ s different over the old 
car - this new 5 .5-litre model has 
matured. The TVR-esque V8 
rumble has gone, replaced by a 
quieter exhaust note when on the 
move. In simple terms the hooli- 
gan element of the old car has been 
tamed. 

From AMG ’ s perspective this 
is a good thing; it acknowledges 
that the S 63 is bought by mature 
drivers who are attracted to the 
car’ s performance but would pre- 
fer to present a less raucous face 
to the world. For a car of this stat- 
ure it’ s entirely appropriate and, 
if you do want to connect with 
your inner hooligan there’ s al- 
ways the C and E-Class AMG 
variants. 

Don’t mistake less noise with 
less fun, though. This S 63 is more 
than capable of giving Italian ex- 
otica a fright when on full song. 
It’ll sprint to lOOkph in 4.5 sec- 


onds and maintain that pace all the 
way to the electronic limiter. Pay 
extra for the AMG Performance 
Package and you gain 27 horse- 
power, drop a tenth to lOOkph 
and can reach a limited 300kph. 
There’ s also a full-on driving ex- 
perience bundled for good meas- 


ure along with a scattering of ex- 
tra AMG goodies for the car. 

Whichever version you 
choose, you won’t be disap- 
pointed. The car’ s ride is cleverly 
managed by a revised sports sus- 
pension set-up, which mi nimises 
pitch and roll to give the S 63 a 
level of agility more in keeping 
with that of something much 
smaller. Eactor in weighty, accu- 
rate steering and good brakes and 
you’ ve got a package capable of 
dispatching sinuous backroads 
with ease one minute and arrow- 
straight autobahn the next with- 
out pausing for breath. 

And yet, for all the car’ s ex- 
treme performance potential, it’ s 
still very mueh an S-Class at 
heart. The cabin is a sumptuous 
blend of wood and leather, while 
space and creature comforts are 
never in short supply. 

You could happily undertake 
chauffeur duties in this car - 
there’s even a long wheelbase 
version - although it’ s doubtful 
that your passengers would en- 
joy the ride as much as you will.

Have you heard the buzz on 



Belfast's Parliament buildings at the stunning Stormont Estate. 



It is hard to imagine how a city as vibrant, historically rich and naturally beautiful as Belfast 
was also once a hub of massive turmoil. Co-existing communities still bearthe marks of the 
city's troubled past but are now moving forward together, opening their doors to welcome 
visitors to discover and enjoy one of the most stunning and intriguing parts of Europe. 



Thelowdown: 

Shared by loyalist Protestants 
and nationalist Catholics, the city 
of Belfast has always been the 
subjectofmuch vying. It became 
home to terror in the 1970’s, 
when fighting erupted between 
the two communities. This pe- 
riod, known as The Troubles, 
during which the famous 
‘Bloody Friday’ occurred, lasted 


until the early 1990’s when a 
truce was called finally and an 
effort was made by the two com- 
munities to peacefully and toler- 
ably co-exist. To this day the ef- 
forts are still being upheld, 
though reminders of the fragile 
state of peace can be found 
throughout the city. 

Eerily, areas of the city that are 
inhabited exclusively by one or 


the other group are enclosed with 
‘peace lines’, solid walls in some 
places as high as 25 foot, topped 
with barbed wire, which serve to 
separate the communities and 
minimise potential inter-commu- 
nal violence. To further prevent 
disruption ‘Peace Gates’ were 
also installed, to completely 
close off community pockets 
should the need arise. 

Murals throughout both neigh- 
bourhoods pay homage to its 
turbulent past while flags and 
posters reinforce their stances. 

Nowadays, however, most of 
the vying is done by tourists, the 
majority of whom are incredu- 
lous as to how and why Belfast 
still remains so largely unex- 
plored. 

Having said that, the city’s 
tourism is, according to the local 
Visitor and Convention Bureau, 
currently experiencing a ‘phe- 
nomenal boom ’. It has also been 
endorsed by some of the travel in- 
dustry ’s most credible repre- 
sentatives as the place to visit. 

Lonely Planet’s 2010 guide 


urges travellers to ‘visit Belfast 
before everyone else does’. 

What to see: 

So what is there to do in Bel- 
fast? W ell, firstly there is the city 
centre - a recently modernised 
area that boasts everything that 
any cosmopolitan metropolis 
should have; from high street 
names to quirky boutiques, up- 
and-coming restaurants and re- 
nowned eateries. It is also home 
to some of Northern Ireland’s 
most charismatic pubs. Live 
music is a constant fixture at many 
venues, and nightlife lovers will 
not be disappointed by Belfast’ s 
gregarious and colourful ap- 
proach to a good night out. 

Millions of pounds have been 
spent on upgrading key attrac- 
tions, such as the Ulster Hall, Ul- 
ster Museum and Belfast City 
Hall, which have all recently re- 
opened to the public. More is to 
be spent on the city’s dock area, 
where the colossal Titanic was 
built. Belfast’s docks are one of 
the city’s most promising areas 


and, as well as being home to the 
Titanic Museum, are also home 
to two mammoth cranes, named 
Samson and Goliath, which can 
be seen from most parts of the 
city and are now protected monu- 
ments. 

The outskirts of Belfast are 
stunning; leafy and green. For 
those on a flying visit, a guided 
bus-tour is highly recommended 
to learn about and see as much as 
the city as possible in a short 
amount of time. On these tours, 
which cost around €12.50 for a 
24-hour adult hop-on-hop-off 
ticket, visitors will see attrac- 
tions such as Belfast’ s Parliament 
buildings at the stunning 
Stormont Estate, botanic gar- 
dens, and the city’ s various quar- 
ters, as well as being given a de- 
tailed narrative of its past, 
present and future. 

But a hire car is undoubtedly a 
massive bonus when visiting Bel- 
fast. Within an hour and a half of 
the city centre are some of the 
most breathtaking sights in the 
world. 


The Northern Irish coast is 
magical: a unique shade of green 
with waters that vary between 
petrol grey and turquoise blue. 

Traditional seaside villages 
with picturesque quays are dot- 
ted along the coastline to the 
north of Belfast, which is more 
famously known as the Cause- 
way costal route. It is also along 
this stretch that attractions such 
as Giant’s Causeway, the medi- 
eval ruins ofDunluce Castle and 
the Carrick-a-Rede hanging 
bridge can be found. 

Keep your eyes open though 
as amongst the cows, sheep and 
horses that graze in the lush fields 
you may even spot a fairy or two . 

If all this natural beauty is not 
enough, indulge in a trip to 
Bushmills, the oldest whiskey 
factory in the world, where you 
can enjoy a tour of the fully- 
working factory as well as sam- 
ple a tipple or two. 

Where to Stay: 

Accommodation is varied and 
affordable inBelfast, ranging from

hostels to five-star hotels, includ- 
ing many B&B’s and ‘budget’ 
hotels. 

An excellent choice, based on 
both quality for price and loca- 
tion, is the Park Inn, which is lo- 
cated in the very heart of the city 
centre, within walking distance of 


all amenities and attractions such 
as the Belfast Waterfront Hall, 
Grand Opera House and Albert 
Memorial Clock. Rather impor- 
tantly, the beds are notably com- 
fortable, the bathrooms and 
shower units spacious, rooms are 
kept clean and tidy with a daily

Keeping chilciren safe is a top priority 
for both parents and schools. 


Lisa Salmon finds out how new research shows many parents feel 
today's stringent school health and safety rules in the UK- which have 
ledtochildren being banned from playingtraditional playground 
favourites like tag and conkers - are taking safety too far. 


A poll of UK primary school 
children’s parents by the Brit- 
ish Toy and Hobby Asso- 
.s.^ ciationandPlay England 
found that 74% of par- 
ents believe schools 
are too concerned 
with health and 
safety to allow kids 
to enjoy the tradi- 
tional rough and tum- 
ble play that’s so im- 
portant for social and 
physical development. 
Around 85% ofparents 
questioned said that they 
thought playtime at school 
can improve children’ s learn- 
ing, yet a third felt that their kids 
didn’t get enough playtime at 
school. 

The average child has just 37 
minutes of time to play through- 
out the school day. 

Psychologist and play expert 
Dr Amanda Gummer points out 
thatplay helps children to concen- 
trate at school, with active play 
meaning they’re more refreshed 
for lessons. 

Play also improves children’s 
social skills, andteachesthemhow 
to assess risk. 

She says: “While schools need 
to prioritise safety, the play- 
ground is the perfect place to learn 


these skills. 

“It’s concerning that such a 
large proportion of parents feel 
their child’s school is restricting 
their play, and rough and tumble 
play in particular.” 

Children, especially boys, 
learn social skills through rough 
and tumble play that can’t go on 
in the classroom, pickingup abili- 
ties like leadership and negotia- 
tion. 

While Gummer says she thinks 
some modem school health and 
safety mles go too far, she 
stresses: “It’s easy to say that 
until your child comes home from 
school with abroken arm.” 

“We can’t be too blase about 
it. But as soon as there’s some sort 
of health and safety incident at a 
school, there’s a knee-jerk reac- 
tion and everybody goes too far 
the other way.” 

The root problem, she says, is 
that local authorities and schools 
are terrified of litigation if a child 
is injured at school. 

“Kids are growing up without 
the ability to decide on risks for 
themselves, and if you don’t give 
them the chance to leamaboutrisk 
when they’re little, they’ll endup 
really hurting themselves when 
they’re grown-up.” 

“These mles might prevent a 
couple of kids slipping on a bit of 
ice, but you’re creating an un- 
healthy culture at playtime, 
where kids don’t get the exercise. 


therefore they don’t concentrate 
and they don’t learn as well, they 
don’t sleep as well and so on. 
“It’s avicious circle.” 

She says it’s understandable 
that teachers think ‘if in doubt, 
don’t do it’ after endless risk as- 
sessments at school. 

“They don’t want a parent or a 
zealous, ambulance-chasing law- 
yer saying a child’ s injury was the 
school’s fault, and suing.” 

There needs to be an acceptance 
within the law that accidents hap- 
pen, she says, and that it’s not al- 
ways somebody’s fault. 

“Until it becomes not-profit- 
able for these lawyers to encour- 
age parents to go down the litiga- 
tion route, people will still see it 
as a way to make a few bucks.” 
“We can’t afford to be lax about 
children’ s safety, but there needs 
to be some common-sense so a 
sensible balance canbe found.” 
Teachers themselves are in a 
very difficult position with re- 
gards to health and safety mles, 
says George Muirhead, chairman 
of the National Primary 


Headteachers Association. 

“Teachers are between a rock 
and a hard place,” he stresses. 

While headteachers want chil- 
dren at their schools to have a full 
range of activities both inplay and 
other areas, he says a minority of 
parents will take legal action if 
there’s an accident at school, and 
that can be both time-consuming 
and very costly for schools. 

“Schools do try to let children 
enj oy a range of activities at play- 
time, and extend play and risk- 
taking as much as they can. 

“But safety is paramount.” 

“There’ s a minority of parents 
who, if their child is injured in any 
way, feel that somebody’s to 
blame and that it wasn’t an acci- 
dent.” 

“That’s always in the back of 
your mind.” 

He adds: “The safety and secu- 
rity of children is absolutely es- 
sential.” 

“Sadly, the minority ofparents 
who go straight to litigation when 
there ’ s an accident make schools 
very cautious.” 


Ask the expert 

Q; "My five-year-old son is obsessed with TV, and 
when I limit his viewing time he has a tantrum. How 
much should I let him watch, and do I need to limit it if 
he's watching educational programmes?" 

A: Psychologist Dr Aric watches per day is linked to 


Sigman, author of Remotely 
Controlled: How Television is 
Damaging Our Lives (Vermil- 
ion, 2007), says: “The average 
number of hours your child 
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physical and psychological 
changes, which can affect his 
health.” 

“It isn’t the educational value 
of the programme that’ s respon- 
sible, but the sheer effect of 
spending too much time in front 
of TV or computer screens.” 

“This is based on the best 
medical research finding a clear 
relationship between daily 
hours of screen time and nega- 
tive medical, psychological, 
behavioural and educational 
consequences. These include 
changes in hormones involved 
in heart disease, lower metabo- 
lism, increased body fat, obes- 
ity, higher cholesterol levels, 
high blood pressure and dam- 
age to children’ s ability to pay 
attention.” 

‘ ‘The more hours per day, the 
more likely the risk of these 
negative consequences and the 
greater their intensity.” 

“So, ideally parents 
shouldn’t let under-threes 
watch any TV at all, for three- 
12 year olds, screen time should 
be limitedto one hour a day, and 
ideally, children under 15 
shouldn’t have TVs or com- 
puters in their bedrooms. 

“Your son’s tantrums and 
fixation on TV isn’t a TV issue, 
it’ s to do with the need to be in 
charge and not shy away from 
confrontation. Sometimes we 
have to defy what our children 
are interested in, and instead do 
what we feel is in their best in- 
terests.” 

“My book The Spoilt Gen- 
eration: Why Restoring Au- 
thority Will Make Our Chil- 
dren and Society Happier 
(Piatkus, 2009) looks at the is- 
sue of standing up to demand- 
ing children.”

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Pet Food - What goes in 




We are all aware that everything we need to live continues to increase in 
price and many people are trying harder and harder to make ends meet. 


Unfortunately one outeome of 
this is that people tend to think that 
a simple aid to redueing house- 
hold eosts is to buy eheaper food 
for their pets. After all, in many 
eases, the food says that it is a 
"Complete Food" oreveninsome 
eases the wording on the bags 
gives the impression that the eon- 
tents are a "Supreme" or even 
"Superior" souree ofnutrition. In 
addition the heavy marketing by 
established brands is intended to 
lull the pet owner into a false sense 
of seeurity regarding the ehoiee 
of food - of eourse you are not 
expeeted to infer that the high 
marketing costs are going to be 
passed on in the price of the food 
and certainly not in the choice of 
lower cost ingredients that are 
included. 

There are several European 
food labelling regulations that ap- 
ply to foods, including those for 
pets, and these are intended to 
ensure that the consumer (or pet 
owner) is not subject to product 
misrepresentation. The one that 
is of most benefit to consumers 
is, not surprisingly, the one that 
least consumers actually take any 
notice of - the Ingredients List. 

The ingredients list should 
therefore be your very first intro- 
duction to a pet food - certainly 
before handing over any money 


and letting your pet near it. Y ou 
should be looking for recognis- 
able sources of named meat pro- 
teins as these provide the full com- 
plement of essential amino acids 
(those that cannot be synthesised 
by the animal) required for life. 
The great majority of plant pro- 
teins miss out on one or more of 
these and foods containing very 
high levels of cereal really have 
to be supplemented in one way 
or another to ensure a "balanced 
diet". 

The regulations stipulate that all 
ingredients MUST be listed in 
decreasing order of weight used 
at the time of manufacture and 
the word "Meat" may only be used 
on the ingredients label if meat (as 
we know it) is actually used. At 
first you may think that this is all 
there is to it but there are certain 
things that you should be aware 
of because there is a whole in- 
dustry built up providing consult- 
ants to advise on the game of 
"beatingthe ingredients list" whilst 
remaining within the regulations. 

One example may start to get 
your investigative juices flowing 
- take that of the inclusion of 
Chicken - a meat we all know and 
which forms the basis of the meat 
content of many pet foods (The 
same applies to other meat 
sources such as Lamb, Turkey,

Duck etc). However there are 
several specified ways to de- 
scribe chicken content :- 

* Chicken By-Product - 
this is just about the whole car- 
case with skin, internal organs, 
intestines, bones and the tiny 
amount of flesh that could not be 
removed for use in human prod- 
ucts. It also contains amounts of 
feathers and talons that cannot be 
easily removed during process- 
ing. Cheap! 

* Chicken - this leaves the 
field wide open. It does not dis- 
tinguish between fresh or dry and 
neither does it exclude many of 
the aesthetically questionable 
parts. Questionable. 

* Fresh Chicken - this 
sounds great but you must re- 
member that around 75% of 
Fresh Chicken is actually water - 
so a food that boasts of contain- 
ing 20% fresh chicken (at time of 
manufacture) really only contain s 
5 % of dry chicken and therefore 
should, at least ethically if not le- 
gally, appear much lower in the 
ingredients list. A good source of 
protein - excellent if the word 
"meat" is specified. 

* Chicken Meat -you may 
ask "Isn't this the same as 
chicken?" and it usually is in hu- 
man food terms - but in ingredi- 


ents lists for pet foods "Chicken 
Meat" is quite different to 
"Chicken" as it excludes a lot of 
the questionable parts. This is also 
likely to be fresh and therefore 
there is actually far less than you 
are lead to believe. An excellent 
form of protein after removal of 
the water content! 

* ChickenMeal-thisis,by 
definition, a dry form of chicken 
including some of the aestheti- 
cally questionable parts. How- 
ever your pet is unlikely to have 
problems or complain if this is high 
in the ingredients list. A good 
source ofprotein. 

* Chicken Meat Meal - if 
this is in the first couple of ingre- 
dients the chances are that you 
have a great food. It is "Meat" and 
it is dry. An excellent source of 
protein. 

There are also regulations that 
should cover the main food de- 
scription shown on the bag but 
basically nothing to prevent the 
inclusion of "terms of enhance- 
ment" such as "Superior". You 
should be wary of any food that 
does not actually include the first 
couple of items from the ingredi- 
ents list in the product description. 
For example a food containing 
"Maize, Chicken, Rice, ...." 
should not be called "Chicken and

Rice" - this is really "Maize and 
Chicken with Rice" and could 
possibly be acceptably labelled 
' ' Chicken & Maize ' ' . 

Cheap pet food is not some- 
thing that you want to feed - it is 
cheap because it contains little of 
value. These have historically 
been bulked out with wheatwhich 
does very little for your pet ex- 
cept the many who have allergic 
reactions to the gluten. The re- 
cent ban on wheat exports from 
Russia will, no doubt, see the in- 
troduction of more maize into the 
cheaper brands. 

On the other hand expensive 
food is not necessarily good - 
marketing subsidies and advertis- 
ing must be paid for somehow. 
These foods often include chemi- 
cally recovered proteins - where 
one side effect beneficial to the 
manufacturer is that the result- 
ing "sludge" acts as a flavour en- 
hancer - and they are also often 
bulked out with wheat and com 
gluten. 


Y ou can get a good idea of the 
quality of pet food by looking at 
the feeding guide - a good nutri- 
tious food will suggest around 1 0- 
12 grams of food per Kilogram 
of body weight for an adult dog. 
Cheap foods can be as much as 
30 grams per Kilogram - so you 
have to feed 3 times as much - 
not exactly a budget measure ! 

At Paws 4 Pets we do care 
about the products we sell and 
quite a lot of research precedes 
our acceptance of a brand.

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Queiroz complains of 
gov’t intervention in 
his sacking 



Former Portuguese national football coach Carlos Queirozcharged 
Sports State Secretary Laurentino Dias with "launching a public 
offensive" against him and conspiring to have him fired. 


In a televised interview broad- 
cast on Monday night, Queiroz 
said he was subjected to a “pub- 
lic lynching”: “After all that I 
went through, I can only conclude 
that Laurentino Dias ’ s main goal 
was to have me fired.” 

The President of the Portu- 
guese Football Federation (FPF) 
Gilberto Madarl announced late 
last week that he had terminated 
Queiroz’ s contract. 

Carlos Queiroz led Portugal to 
thefinal 16ofthe2010WorldCup 
in South Africa, where they lost 
1-0 to eventual winners Spain. 

Gilberto Madail also con- 
firmed that an election will be 
called to choose a new president. 

Gilberto Madarl did not imme- 
diately explain whether the 
sacked Portuguese manager 
would be paid any compensation. 
He did not comment on the rea- 
sons for releasing the former USA 
and S outh Africa manager either, 
stating that the motives for the 
contract termination would first 


be explained directly to the coach. 

Carlos Queiroz had initially 
been handed a one-month ban by 
the FPF due to allegations of hav- 
ing verbally abused drugs inspec- 
tors. He was subsequently issued 
with a six-month ban by Portu- 
gal’ s Anti-Doping Authority on 
similar charges. 

The FPF president also said 
that the federation hopes to ap- 
point a new coach before Portu- 
gal’ s October fixtures in the Euro 
2012 qualifying campaign. 

The Portuguese sports press 
reported that the most likely can- 
didate to replace Queiroz is 
former Sporting coach Paulo 
Bento. 

In the interview earlier in the 
week, Carlos Queiroz also 
claimed to have been recently in- 
vited to coach the national teams 
of Japan and Australia and Eng- 
land’ s Fulham, but said he de- 
cUnedbecause he didn’ t expect to 
be fired fromhis Portugal job. 

Meanwhile, Foreign Minister 


Luis Amado earlier told report- 
ers that he fears the turmoil sur- 
rounding the Portuguese national 
football squad may “harm the 
country’s image” internation- 
ally. 

“I would naturally prefer that 
these issues did not carry so 
much weight, it would be better 
if the country could have, in every 
sector, an image of progress, sta- 
bility and problem-solving abili- 
ties”, Mr. Amado said in Brus- 
sels outside a meeting of Euro- 
pean foreign ministers. 

“Obviously, everything bad in 
Portugal has international reper- 
cussions”, Amado added. “Eve- 
rything bad in Portugal naturally 
affects the country’ s image.” 

The EPE has not yet officially 
disclosed the motives for termi- 
nating Queiroz’ s contract. EPE 
president Gilberto Madail an- 
nounced that a new coach will be 
appointed “preferably before” 
Portugal’ s Euro 2012 qualifiers 
in October. TPN/Lusa

Benfica creates new 
worst record 

Last year's champions have had aterrible initial run inthe Liga Zon/ 
Sagres with three defeats in four matches, making it their worst 
beginning of a season in the club's history. On the other hand, FC Porto 
are up on top with maximum points. 


Compared to the first four 
rounds last season, Benfica has 
suffered treble the amount of 
goals and scored only half. Last 
week’ s defeat against Guimaraes 
disheartened the entire team and 
management. This feeling was 
further enhanced by the poor ref- 
ereeing, which has caused a great 
commotion between the team’s 
management and the Portuguese 
Football Federation, as well as 
with the Refereeing Committee. 
Inresponsetothe dismal referee- 
ing, Benfica’ s Chairman of the 
General Assembly has asked for 
all Benfica fans to not attend 
games outside the Luz Stadium 
and the club is also planning to 
withdraw from this year’s 
League Cup in protest. 

On Friday night, Benfica 
found themselves a goal behind 


just 1 7 minutes into the match, 
with Edgar putting Guimaraes 
ahead. Saviola equalised fifteen 
minutes later butjusttenminutes 
from the final whistle, Rui Miguel 
gave Guimaraes the advantage, 
ending the match 2- 1 in favour of 
the home team. 

Sporting have also had a me- 
diocre start to the season, win- 
ning two, losing one and their lat- 
est match ending in a goalless 
draw with Olhanense. Despite 
several dangerous opportunities 
arising throughout the match for 
both sides, with many shots hit- 
ting the crossbar and posts, nei- 
ther of the teams managed to put 
one into the back of the net. 
Olhanense have therefore had one 
victory and three draws, placing 
them in seventh on the table (6 
points), one point behind Sport- 


ing (fifth). 

The match of the week was 
unquestionably between FC 
Porto and Braga on Saturday 
night, with five magnificent 
goals reminding everyone how 
exciting a quality football match 
can be. 

Luis Aguiar silenced the 
‘Dragao’ stadium with a phe- 
nomenal free kick at the quarter 
hour mark, which V arela replied 
to soon afterwards, when a fan- 
tastic cross from Hulk connected 
perfectly with his head and into 
the back of the net. FC Porto be- 
gan the second half more strongly 
but it was Braga who went ahead 
with an astonishingly powerful 
thirty metre shot by Lima flying 
over Helton. Hulk was in great 
form throughout and was Braga’ s 
worst nightmare, even more so 
after taking advantage of a wan- 
dering ball inside the area and scor- 
ing the equaliser. 

Varela finally put the ‘Blues’ 
ahead twenty minutes from the 
end with yet another great goal, 
leaving FC Porto with a four 
point advantage over the second 
placed team, Guimaraes. 

Also of great importance, 
Portimonense managed to get 
hold of their first victory in the 
Liga Zon/Sagres last weekend, 
against Rio Ave, having beaten 
the visiting team with an em- 
phatic 3-1 victory.
